HAVANA, Feb. 15. — [By Central 
American Cable.] At a quarter of 10 
o’clock this evening a terrible explo- 
sion took place on board the United 
States battleship Maine in Havana 
herbor. Many were killed or wounded. 
“TPAIT thé boats of the Spanish cruiser 
Alfonso XIII are aSssisting. As yet the 
cause of the explosion is not apparent. 

The wounded sailors of the Maine are 
unable to explain the disaster. It is 
believed that the battleship is totally 
destroyed. The explosion shook the 
whole city. The windows were broken 
in all the houses. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press says he has conversed with sev- 
eral of the wounded sailors, and under- 
stands from them that the explosion 
took place while they were asleep, so 
that they can give no particulars as to 
the cause. 


CAPT. 


SIGSBEE CABLES. 


Says Public Opinion Should Be Sus- 
pended Till Further Report. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The Sec- 
retary of the Navy received the follow- 
ing telegram from Capt. Sigsbee: 

‘Maine blown up in Havana harbor 
at 9:40 and destroyed. Many wounded, 
and doubtless many § killed and 


' drowned. Wounded and others on 


board Spanish man-of-war and Ward 
Line steamer. Send lighthouse tender 
from Key West for crew and few 
pieces of equipment still above (water.) 
No one had other clothes than those 
upon him. Public opinion should be 
suspended until further report. All 
officers believed to be saved. Jenkins 
and Merritt not yet accownted for. 
Many Spanish officers, including repre- 
sentatives of Gen. Blanco, now with 
me and express sympathy. 

(Signed,) “SIGSBEE.” 

The officers referred to in the above 
dispatch are Lieut. Friend W. Jenkins 
and Assistant Engineer Darwin R. 
Merritt. From the wording of the 
dispatch, the Navy Department thinks 
it is possible that they were on shore 
at the time of the accident. The Sec- 
retary of the Navy received another 
dispatch from Key West at the same 
time with the above, but its contents 
were not made public. 

The orders for the lighthouse tenders 
were at once sent to Key . West in 
plain language, thus avoiding the de- 
lay that would have arisen from the 
use of a cipher. 

Capt. Dickens, after carrying out the 
instructions of Secretary Long with re- 
gard to relief measures for’the survivors 
of the Maine, went at once to the 
White House where the President was 
aroused and informed of the disaster. 
President McKinley received the news 
calmly and expressed his deep sorrow, 
but said nothing further except that he 
was thoroughly satisfied with the 
measures adopted by the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

Secretary. Long retired at 4 a.m. and 
‘gave orders that all further dispatches 
from Havana should be transmitted to 
Capt. Dickens. It is learned that Sec- 
retary Long’s dispatch from Key West, 
which was not given out, was merely 
from Capt.’ Forsyth, confirming. the 
message of Capt. Sigsbee, 


CABLEGRAM FROM LEB.

HAVANA, Feb. 15.—[{By Central 
American Cable.}] The report that 
Capt. Sigsbee was wounded is inaccu- 
rate. Capt. Sigsbee, with other officers, 


went in a small boat to the Ward foal 


Two 
officers and more than two hundred of 
the crew are missing. Some of the 
crew who were able to support them- 
selves by swimming were saved by the 
boats. 

Six of the wounded crew and one of 
the’ officers have been taken to the 
Military Hospital by Gen. Blanco’s or- 
ders. 


CONSTERNATION AT HAVANA, 


Thousands of People Fluck to the 
Wharves. 

[ASSOCIATED KRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

HAVANA, Feb, 16. — [By Central 
American Cable.}] The wildest con- 
sternation prevails in Havana. The 
wharves are crowded with thousands of 
people. It is believed the explosion 
occurred in a small powder magazine. 
At 10:45 what rémains of the Maine 
is still burning. Capt. Sigsbee and the 
other officers have been saved. It is 
estimated that over one hundred of the 
crew were killed, but it is impossible 
as yet to give exact details. 

Admiral Manterola has ordered that 
boats of all kinds:should go to the as- 
sistance of the Maine and her wounded. 
The Havana firemen are giving aid. 
tending carefully to the wounded as 
they are broug/at ashore. It is a terri- 
ble sight. Gen. Zolano and the other 
generals have orders from Capt.-Gen. 
Blanco to take steps to help the Maine’s 
crew in every way possible. The corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press mas 
been near the Maine in on of the boats 
of the cruiser Alfonso XIII, and seen 
others of tae wounded who corroborate 
the statement of those first interviewed 
that they were asleep when the explo- 
sion occurred, 

Capt. Sigsbee says the explosion oc- 
curred in the bow of the vessel. He 
received 4 wound im the head. Orders 


‘ were given to the officers to save them- 


selves as best they could. The latter, 
who were literally thrown from their 
bunks in their night-clothing gave the 
necessary orders with great self-con- 
trol. At 1:15 o'clock the Maine con- 
tinues burning. 

The first theory was that there had 
been @ preliminary explosion in the 
Santa Barbara (magazine) of powder 
or dynamite below the water. Ad- 
miral Manterola believes that the first 
explosion was of @ grenade that was 
hurled over the navy yard. 

SECRETARY LONG'S ACTION. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. |] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Paymaster 
Charles W. Littlefield, who is given in 
the list of officers on the Maine, has 
recently been replaced by Paymaster 
Ryan. Littlefield is now in Washing- 
ton. 

The Maine was built in New York in 
1890 at a cost of $2,588,000. She had a 
steel hull and a complement of 874 men. 
Secretary Long received Capt. Sigsbee’s 
dispatch but a few minutes before the 
Associated Press dispatches were 
handed him. He received the news 
with apparent calm, and his first act 
was to comply with Capt. Sigsbee’s 
request that assistance be sent from 
Key West. He wired Capt. Forsythe at 
Key West to proceed with the naval 
tender Fern to Havana Harbor. 

Secretary Long then sent for Capt. 
Dickens, and the two discussed Capt. 
Sigsbee’s brief telegram. No other 
naval officers were present, and besides 
the Secretary and Capt. Dickens the 
naval colony here is ignorant of this 
disaster, the greatest which has be- 
fallen the American navy since the dis- 
aster in Apia many years ago. The 
Secretary is ‘inclined to believe that 
most of the officers of the Maine were 
on shore at the time of the accident, as 
it was still early in the night. While 
neither the Secretary nor Capt. Dickens 
is inclined to discuss the probable cause 
of the accident, several suggestions 
were ventured. They believe that it 
may have been caused by a fire in the 
bunkers, heating the bulkhead near a 
magazine, or that an accident may have 
occurred while inspecting high ex- 
plosives for torpedoes. Of course, this 
is mere speculation, and the Secretary 
is anxiously waiting a more detailed 
report from Capt. Sigsbee. 

Later the Secretary sent another tel- 
egram to Key West, directing that the 
tender Mangrove also be sent to 
Havana. 

THE WRECKED BATTLESHIP. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The Maine 
was a battleship of the second-class, 
and was regarded as one of the best 
ships in the new néavy. She was built 
at the Brooklyn navy yard, and was 
318ft.. long, 57ft. broad, 21.6ft. mean 
draught, and 6682 tons displacement. 
She had two 10-inch vertical turrets 
and two military masts, and her motive 
power was furnished by twin-screws, 
with triple expansion engines, having 


‘a maximum power of 9293, capable of. 


making a speed of 17.8 knots. She 
carried four 10-inch and six 6-inch 
breech-loading guns in her main bat-| 
tery, and seven 6-pounders and eight | 
1-pounder rapid-firing guns, and four

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Feb. 15. — Capt. 
O’Brown of the steamer Rasalie, which 
arrived here last night from Alaska, 
said this afternoon that the published 
statement that the Rosalie passed the 
Clara Nevada December 9, was untrue. 
On Tuesday night, December 8, he saw 
a vessel which resembled the Clara 
Nevada just south of Douglass Island. 
He was not positive that it was the 
Clara Nevada. It might have been the 
United States gunboat Wheeling, tne 
Clara Nevada not having reached Ju- 
neau when he left. 

W. W. McGuire, one of the owners 
of the Clara Nevada, states that when 
“the steamer was overhauled new life- 
preservers were put on and the name 
“Hassler’’ was entirely effaced from 
the vessel. He thinks there must be 
some mistake about the reported pick- 
ing up of wreckage with the word 
“Hassler” on it, at Seyward City. 

RUMORS CONFLICT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Feb. 15.—No fur- 
ther news has been received concerning 
the reported loses of the steamer Clara 
Nevada, in Alaskan waters.

SAYS SHE FOUNDERED. 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Feb. 16.—The 
steamer Islander, which has arrived 
here, brings further details of the re- 
ported loss of the steamer Clara 
Nevada. The news was conveyed to 
Juneau, shortly before the Islander, 
sailed by Capt. Lathom of the eteamer 
Coleman. He says the Clara Nevada 
foundered with all on board opposite 
Seaward City in Berner’s Bay, where 
she was running for shelter. 

George Beck, a resident of Seaward 
City, was an eyewitness of the dis- 
aster. He was standing on the beach 
when he saw a small steamer battling 
with the wind. Suddenly there was a 
flash and the steamer burst into 
flames, foundering in a few seconds. 
She had on board twenty-five passen- 
gers and crew. Fifteen passengers, who 
went North on ‘tthe Clara Nevada and 
returned on the Islander, say her 
boilers gave much trouble on the north- 
ward voyage,and once the steamer took 
fire, but it was extinguished before 
serious damage was done. They say 
the steamer was undoubtedly wrecked 
by the boilers bursting. 

The Rustler of Juneau has gone to 
look for survivors.

Pacific Railroad Debate 
is Resumed. 


Harris's Resolution of Inquiry

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—A resolue 
tion of inquiry offered yésterday by Mr. 
Harris of Kansas, precipitated a spir- 
ited discussion of the Pacific Railroad 
question in the Senate today. The 
resolution called upon the <Attorney- 
General for the reasons which induced 
him to abandon his plan of redeeming 
the first-mortgage bonds of the Kansas 
Pacific branch of the Union Pacific, and 
having the road operated by a receiver. 

Mr. Harrie denounced the present 
plan to gell the road at the bid of the 
teorganization Committee, as defraud- 
ing the government of nearly $7,000,000. 
Mr. Foraker of Ohio explained the view 
taken of the matter by the administra- 
tion, showing the President was con- 
vinced that the Reorganization Com- 
mittee proposed to pay for the road all 
that it was worth. The resolution was 
finally passed in amended form. 

The House put in a busy day. The 
time was devoted to the consideration 
of bille and joint reselutions presented 
under the call of committees, and six- 
teen of more or less public importance 
were passed.

was laid before the’ Senate. 

Mr. Chandler said he had no objec- 
tion to the resolution, but did not ap- 
prove of the preamble, which included 
a press dispatch. 

Mr. Harris replied that he might not 
insist upon the preamble after he had 
made a statement. The Union Pacific, 
he said, for a long time had attempted 
to influence Congress and officials of 
the administration to scale down the 
debt of that company to the govern- 
ment about 50 per cent. Until a year 
ago last January, the company had 
been unsuccessful. At that time they 
made arrangements with Cleveland’s 
administration, by which the road was 
to be disposed of with a loss to the 
government of about $28,000,000. Mr, 
Harris then outlined the reasons why 
that arrangement was not carried into 
effect. Public sentiment was aroused 
from Maine to California, the demands 
of the people being that they should 
not be swindled out of the enormous 
sum mentioned. 

When the present edministration 
came into power, the question was 
grappled with and the government 
finally obtained every cent due the 
United States from the Union Pacifio 
on the main line. 

“We were all very glad,” said Mr. 


Harris, “that the government received 
its just due, and nobody more sin- 
cerely congratulated the administra- 


tion upon the successful negotiation 
of the transaction than myself. It was 
also hoped that the government would 
get the full amount of the debt due 
from the Kansas branch. If the Re- 
organization Committee should decline 
to pay the full amount due—about 
$13,000,000—it' was the understanding 
that the government would redeem the 
first-mortgage bonds and heve the road 
operated by a receiver.’ 


A competent receiver would develop - 


the value of the property, which Mr, 
Harris believed was worth quite $30,- 
000,000. The Reorganization Commit- 
tee, Mr. Harris said, had evidently 
succeeded in securing from the Attor- 
ney-General such concessions as have 
been outlined in the Associated Press 
dispatches, and the government was 
going to stand idly by and see the 
enormous sum of $6, 500,000 interest due 
sacrificed. 

“Te is partic ularly significant,” sald 
Mr. Harris, “that the statements of 
the Reorganization Committee and the 
officials of the Union Pacific regarding 
the value of the main line have been 
proved by subsequent events to be un- 
true.” .

port upon the resolution tomorrow, Mr. 
‘Cooney withdrew a motion he had en- 
tered, to discharge the committee. 

' Mr. Payne (Rep.) of New York, 
ehairman of the Committee on Mer- 
chant Marine, called up the bill to 
amend the navigation laws of the 
United States. + Mr. Payne explained 
that the bill had been prepared by the 
Treasury Department, and was de- 
signed to protect our seacoast trade 
along the Pacific Coast, with Alaska. 

- Mr. Torrey (Dem.) of Arkansas, said 
the bill had a much broader scope than

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Considera- 
ble discussion arose over the ccom- 
mittee amendment striking out the 
word ‘“directors.”’ The directors, as 
well as the officers, were subject to 
the restrictions of the measure in its 
original form, but the committee rec- 
that “directors” be stricken 
out. 

Mr. Johnson (Rep.) of Indiana, Mr. 
Cox, Mr. Fitzgerald (Dem.) of Massa- 
chusetts and others thought the direc- 
tors of a bank in regard to loans and 
overdrafts, should be on the same foot- 
ing with officers. The word “directors” 
was retained in the bill, and it was 
passed, 65 to 28. 

A bill presented by the Committee on 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries was 
passed, amending the law relating to 
the licensing of mates on ocean and 
river steamers. 

Mr. Loud (Rep.) of California, from 
the Committee on Postoffices and Post- 
roads, called up the bill to make it law- 
ful to transmit“through the mails pri- 
vate postal cards with a l-cent stamp 
affixed. The bill was passed. 

Mr. Loud then stated that it was 
very important that the House should 
act on the bill relating to a division 
of the law relating to second-class 
mail matter, as the Postoffice Apprd- 
priation Bill was being held up pend- 
ing the decision of the House on that 
measure. He asked that March 1 and 
2 be devoted to its consideration. Mr. 
Williams (Dem.) of Mississippi sug- 
gested that the debate be extended 
until March 3. The suggestion was ac- 
cepted, and the order was entered. 

Mr. Loud then ealled up a bill re- 
ported by his committee, requiring pre- 
payment of postage on all first-class 
mail matter, but after a brief debate 
it was recommitted.

KANSAS PACIFIC INQUIRY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The resolu- 
tion of Senator Harris relating to 
the Kansas Pacific Railroad has passed 
the Senate. It is as followe: 

“Resolved, that the Attorney-General 
is directed to inform the Senate if he 
has authorized the abandonment of his 
expressed intention to redeem the first 
mortgage bonds issued by the Union 
Pacific Railroad Company, eastern di- 
vision, now the Kansas Pacific division 
of the Union Pacific Railway, and to 
ask a postponement of the sale thereof, 
and for the appointment of a receiver 
therefor, in the interests of the govern- 
ment of the United States, and also if 
he has authorized an agreement by 
which said property is to be sold for the 
face value of the subsidy bonds, result- 
ing in a loss to the government of the 
amount of $6,624,107, and if the govern- 
ment has agreed not to be a bidder at 
said sale.” 


TOBACCO IN FLORIDA. 


Striking Developments Discovered 
by Secretary Wilson. 
[ASSOCIATED I’RESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Secretary 
Wilson of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment has returned to the city from a 
week’s visit to Florida, made at the 
suggestion of the President, to study 
the productions of that country. In 

an interview, the Secretary said: 

“The most striking development I 
found in Florida was the growth of 
the tobacco interest. Within the last 
few years 40,000 Cubans have come 
over from their native country, many 
of whom had been life-long tobacco- 
growers, and understand the art from 
the planting of the seed to the mar- 
keting of the cigar. The Cubans rec- 
ognize the hummock lands of Florida 
as being very similar to the best to- 
bacco land in @uba. The Americans 
‘caught on’ to the business very rap- 
idly. The State statistics show that 
the Cubans sold last year 160,000,000 
cigars, and the sales of tobacco in all 
of its forms brought Cubans $13,000,000. 
The United States still pays yearly to 
Cuba, Sumatra, Mexico and other 
countries $17,000,000 for tobacco. This 
the Floridian is reaching out for. Not- 
withstanding the people get 16,000,000 
cigars annually from Folrida, scarcely 
such a thing is to »e found on the 
market as the Florida cigar. They all 
come North under the FPavana name. 
I made efforts to buy a box of Cuban 
cigars, grown and manufactured in 
Florida, but only in one instance was 
I able to do so.” 

The Secretary also looked into the 
orange industry, and expresses the be- 
lief that there is no tropical belt in 
Florida. Frost will come occasionally 
and injure the fruit, but he believes 
that protection of the fruit might be 
had for the Florida orange, as it sold 
very high compared with fruit from 
any other country. The pineapple in- 
dustry was prospering? and was very 
profitable, and the small-fruit indus- 
try was quite important. The ribbon 
sugar cane, he thought, would also 
succeed in Florida. Mr. Wilson be- 
lieved there were certainly openings 
for industrious people in Florida 

Jacksonville people had to pay 10 
cents a quart for their milk, and it 
would be a very fair speculation, he 
said, for northern people to take the 
cows here to furnish milk at that 
price. 

In conclusion, Secretary Wilson ex- 
pressed the opinion that straight farm- 
ing will be of more value to the peo- 
ple than raising tobacco, suga cane, 
vegetables, etc., and that the staple 
industries of the State would be dairy- 
ing, cattle-raising, sheep-raising, hog- 
raising, etc. 


HE MADE HIS POINT, 


Senator Tillman Has Some Trouble 
in Securing Recognition. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The exec- 
utive session of the Senate today was 
enlivened by a vigorous effort of Sen- 
ator Tillman of South Carolina to se- 
cure recognition to make point 
against the contention that the Ha- 
waiian Islands were of strategic im- 
portance to the United States. Sena- 
tor Gallinger occupied the chair, and 
other Senators were seeking to make 
reports upon nominations, several com- 
ing in after Mr. Tillman had risen. 
His voice was downed by theirs, and 
it began to look as if the Senate might 
adjourn without his being heard. Ap- 
parently realizing the situation, the 
South Carolina Senator took hig posi- 
tion in the middle aisle, directly in 
front of the chair, and demanded to be 
heard. 

“IT have stood here on my feet while 
eight or ten men have been recognized,”’ 
said Senator Tillman, “and I want to 
know if Iam to be heard.” 

“If the Senator would speak a little 
louder,” said Senator Hoar facetiously, 
“he might be.” 

This remark did not apparently fall 
agreeably upon Mr. Tillman’s ears, and 
he replied. by appealing for protection. 
and fair treatment. 

“I have been a member of this *bodv 


fo 


for three years,”’ he said, “and I have 
always tried to deport myself as a gen- 
tleman, and I think I am entitled to 
fair treatment.” 

At this point, Senator Gallinger, who 
occupied the chair, rapped for order. 
He then explained. that the failure to 
recognize Mr. Tillman was due entirely 
to an inadvertence and to the fact that 
his attention had been directed in a@n- 
other way. To this Mr. Tillman re- 
plied that this explanation was entirely 
satisfactory, and he then proceeded to 
make his point, which was that the 
strategic importance of the Hawaiian 
Islands was overrated. 

He argued that in case of war be- 
tween Japan and the United States 
Japan could bring coal for her wear- 
ships over in tenders, and thus render 
herself entirely independent of the 
islands. 

WOULD PREVENT STRIKES. 
An Arbitration Bill Reported Favor. 
ably to the Senate. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The Sen- 
ate Committee on Education and Labér 
today decided by a unanimous vote to 
report favorably the bill prepared by 
the trainmen of the country, and re- 
cently introduced in the Senate by Sen- 
ator Kyle, providing for the arbitra- 
tion of rsailread strikes by a board of 
arbitrators, to be chosen by the sirik- 
ers and the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. 

Before deciding to report the bill, the 
committee heard arguments from 
Secretary Mceseley of the Interstaie 
Comamrierce Commission, and Megsrs. 
Hines and Eden, on behalf of the 
trainmen. All of them supported the 
bill. They argued in the opinion that 
the passage of the bill would put an 
end to railroad strikes. 

PRODUCTION OF SPELTER. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The Geo- 
logical Survey has prepared a tabulated 
Statement, based on the investigation 
by Special Agent Kirchoff, showing 
the steady increase in the production of 
spelter in the United States from 1882 
to 1897. The total production in short 
tons for 1882 ig 33,765; in 1892 it was 
87,260, and 1897 it Wad reached 99,980. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL REPLIES. 
Answers Some Strictures on the Sale 
of the Kansas Pacific.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Atty.-Gen, 
Griggs replied today to the Harris 
resolution that passed the ‘¢ nate. The 
Atorney-General says that the govern- 
ment has already complied with the 
decree of the court that entitled it to 
become a bidder for the Kansas Pa- 
cific. If the sale should be allowed to 
no chance of a bid equal to the amount | 
of the principal of the government's 
debt, it would be incumbent upon him 
to bid on the property for the govern- 
ment. This would have been attended 
with difficulties, one of which would 
be that the government was not author- 
ized to operate the railroad in its own 
name or through its agencies, and seri- 
ous doubt existed as to whether the 
court would, after the sale, appoint 
and continue receivers for the mere 
purpose of operating the railroad on 
behalf of the government. In conclu- 
sion he says: 

“The property will be sold at public 
sale, in open competition, to such party 
as may offer the highest bid, subject 
only to the stipulation obtained in 
open court on Saturday last, that the 
minimum bid would be $6,303,000, in- 


stead of $2,500,000, as formerly fixed by 
the court.”

UNDER THE WALL. 


Five Men Supposed to Have Been 
Crushed at Pittsburgh,

PITTSBURGH, Feb. 15.—The south 
wall of the Union Storage Company 
building, which was destroyed in the 
big fire last Wednesday, fell shortly 
after 11 o’clock today. A number of 
workmen were employed about the 
ruins, and it is believed that at least 
five were caught by the falling wall 

and are buried under the debris. 

The news caused great excitement, 
as it was first reported that ten men 
had been killed. This was untrue. The 
extent of the accident is not yet known.

Young Cramer says a number 
of his companions were caught under 
the wall. A large force is clearing the 
debris. Parts of the wall still stand- 
ing are in an extremely dangerous 
condition, and the searchers are in 
danger of being buried.

TACOMA (Wash.,) Feb. 15.—Judge 
Hanford, in the United States Court 
today, rendered an important decision 
bearing upon the admission into-this 
country of the wives and children of 
Chinese merchants as follows: 

“In view of the statutes enacted by 
Congress and by the decisions of the 
Supreme Court, I consider that power 
to decide the question as to ine right 
of any alien to enter the United States 
is conferred upon administrative offi- 
cers; that an alien whose right to 
come in has been denied by an in- 
spector of immigration or cusioms offi- 
cer is not entitled to appeal to the 
courts from such adverse decision, and 
the courts have no lawful authority to 
review the decision in a proceeding 
upon a writ of habeas corpus, or in 
any other way.” 

The case under consideration was 
that of Lee Yee Sing, the tiftecn-year- 
old son of a wealthy merchant of Lew- 
iston, Idaho, who arrived without a 
consular certificate, and in whose be- 
half a writ of habeas corpu3 was 
asked.

Governors of Arizona and Sonora 
Given an Ovation.

NOGALES (Ariz.,) Feb. 15.—For a 
week past extensive preparations have 
been under way for a reception ten- 


dered by the citizens of Nogales, 
Sonora, and Nogales, Ariz., to Gov. 
Ramon Corral of Sonora, Mex., and 


Gov. Myron H. McCord of Arizona, who 
today are gueste of the twin cities on 
the border. The Mexican Executive, ac- 
companied by the State officials and 
members of the Sonora Legislature, ar- 
rived from Hermosillo last evening 
and were met at the station by more 
than two thousand enthusiastio citizens 
of. both countries.

Gevernor. The hospitality of Nogales 
was tendered the visitors, who stood 
on Mexican soil to receive the welcome 
¢xtended them hy the Anglo-Saxons 
standing on American territory. Es- 
corted by Co. G, First Infantry, Na- 
tional Guards of Arizona, and fully half 
the pepulauion of both cities, the ~is- 
itors were conducted to the residence 
of Capt. L. W. Mix, where the world- 
famous Mexican Band serenaded them 
later in the evening. 

The south-bound train today brought 
Gov. McCord, his family and staff from 
Phoenix. The party were met at 4 
o'clock this morning at Benson by Hon. 
H. K. Chenoweth, Collector of Customs 
for the District of Arizona. Fully as 
many people, reinforced by several 
hundred school children waving Amer- 
ican fiags, met the Arizona Governor 
as were on hand last evening to re- 
ceive the Mexican Governor. The ladies 
in this party are being entertained at 
the residence of Collector Chenoweth. 
The gentlemen are being cared for by 
the local committee, headed by Col. W. 
P. Hariow of the Governor’s staff. 

The two Governors today exchanged 
calls and many toasts were proposed 
in honor of Mexico and the United 
States. 

This is Gov. McCord’s first visit to 
this section eince his inauguration. On 
every hand he was greeted with the 
greatest cordiality and enthusiasm. His 
journey through Southern Arizona has 
been a veritable triumphal march. Gov. 
Corral is almost as well-known here. 
Much good is expected to follow the 
meeting of the two Executives. 

This evening they will be tendered’ 
a banquet and ball. Tomorrow they 
will gc to Hermosillo, the capital of 
Sonora, where elaborate preparations 
have been made for their entertain- 
ment. 


SMOOTH CONFIDENCE TRICK, 


Ex-Convict Uses Knowledge Gained 
in Prison. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]} 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 15.—The Bee 
tonight will publish the story of one of 
the smoothest confidence tricks that 
has been worked in this county in many 
a day. 

About nine years ago a young politi- 
cian named F. G. Edwards was sent 
to the Folsom penitentiary for forgery. 
He was pleasant-mannered and an ex- 
cellent penman and Warden Aull, a few 
years ago, gave him the position of 
confidential clerk, in which capacity 
he opened and read all letters to con- 
victs. In this way be became ac- 
quainted with the circumstances of the 
prisoners and attained familiarity with 
the handwriting of their friends. Among 
the convicts in Folsom is a man named 
Taylor, who is serving a life sentence 
for murder, committed in Jackson, 
Amador county, Taylor has a son. 
Lorin Taylor, who is a well-to-do 
farmer at Galt, this county, and a 
brother who is District Judge in In- 
diana. 

Edwards's term expired a few days 
ago, and just prior to leaving the 
prison he wrote a leter to Lorin Taylor, 
at Galt, imitating the elder Taylor's 
handwriting. The letter stated that 
the writer was in receipt of a letter 
from his brother, the Indiana Judge, 
saying that a wealthy neighbor was en 
route to California to securé a pardon, 
and that he would be in Galt at a 
certain time. 

Lorin Taylor made everything ready 
to receive the wealthy Indianan, and 
when Edwards put in an appearance, 
armed with forged credentials from 
Judge Taylor, Gov. Budd and the State 
Supreme Judges, he. was received with: 
open arms. Edwards talked fluently of 
Indiana relatives, showing great famili- 
arity with them; told Taylor that his 
father’s pardon was assured, and #e- 
cured $90 from young Taylor as a tem- 
porary loan. 

Mrs. Taylor's suspicions were aroused 
from some insulting remark Edwards 
made to her, and she boarded the train 
to Folsom, where her father-in-law told 
her he had written no letter, and where 
Warden Aull showed her the. picture 
of Edwards, which she recognized at 


once as the alleged rich Indianan. The 
alarm was given, but Edwards had dis- 
appeared, and all efforts to locate nim 
have so far proved unvailing. 


WEATHER AND CROPS, 


Rainfall Deficient Throughout the 

the State. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 15.—The fol- 
lowing is a summary of the Weather 
Bureau's crop and weather bulletin for 
the week ending February 14: 

The rainfall is again deficient 
throughout the State. In the north- 
ern portion the rainfall is below the 
normal for the week by more than 
half an inch. 

The temperature for the week has 
been above the normal; in some dis- 
tricts as much as 5 deg. Except for 
the want of rain, the weather has been 
good for growing crops. In many sec- 
tions farmers are irrigating. A good, 
soaking rain would prove of the great- 
est value to crops of all kinds. The 
ground is already dry in some por- 
tions of the great inland valleys, and 
unless rain falls soon, it will Ze too dry 
to plow. 

Already considerable anxiety prevails 
among those engaged in all lines of 
egricultural pursuits, owing to the 
long-continued deficiency in seasonable 
rainfall. While there is no pressing 
eed of immediate rain, it must come 
oon, or injury will result. Fruit trees 
are beginning to bud. In favored lo- 
calities peach and almond trees are 
in bloom. If the present weather con- 
tinues, fruit trees will bud rapidly. 
Grain and feed are generally doing 
nicely, although the season’s deficiency 
in rainfall is considerable. 


BIG SALE OF DRIED FRUITS. 


Europe to Get a Good Taste of Our 
Products. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SACRAMENTO, Feb.  15.-—Heinrich 
Haas, who represents one of the larz- 
est mercantile houses in Hamburg, 
Germany, was in thé city today, ac- 
compenied by C. C. Kinsey and J. G. 
Patton of the Johnson-Locke Mercan- 
tile Company of San Francisco. 

Mr. Haas has been in the State for 
some time, for the purpose of con- 
tracting for California  dried-fruit 
products for the Hamburg firm he rep- 
resents, and today closed a bargain 
with the Johnson-Locke Mercantile 
Company, by which it agreei to fur- 
nish for his Hamburg house during 
the year 1898 dried fruits, including 
prunes, peaches, apricots and raisi‘s, 
goods to cost in excess of $400,000, 
which, Messrs. Kinsey and Patton 
state, is the largest sale of California 
products ever made in Europe. 

Hamburg. being a free port of en 
try, is a distributing center, and the 
fruit that goes there will be sent 
throughout Germany, Denmark and 
Norway and Sweden. With $400,000 
worth of California dried fruit scat- 
tered through the countries named, it 
should be pretty thoroughly advertised 
by the time the season of 1899 shall 
open. 


POOR SEALING OUTLOOK. 


Very Small Catches and Unsuitable 
Weather.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 15.—The seal- 
ing fleet this season is very small, and 
the outlook is not encouraging. 

Capt. O'Leary of the schooner Geneva 
reports that seals are very scare and 
wild, and the weather very unsuitable 
for hunting.

Many Consumptive Patients.

Morse of the local Board of Health 
and Dr. /D. D. Crowley of Oakland, 
constituting a committee of the State 
Board of Health appointed to visit 
the insane asylums to ascertain the 
proportion of consumptives among the 
patients, have discovered that at Napa 
alone one-tenth of the inmates are 
suffering from _ tuberculosis. Both 
physicians agree that the State should 
at once ‘establish four hospitals—one 
for each asylum—for the care of con- 
sumptives. Gov. Budd is said to be in- 
terested in the matter, and the next 
Legislature may be asked to make the 
necessary appropriation.

SILVER LEADERS OF THE THREE 
PARTIES MARSHAL FORCES. 


Indulge in the Usual Diatribe 
Agninst the Gold Standard and 
Monopolies. 


_ ONLY SILVERITES ARE HONEST. 


HAVE THE ENTIRE REPUBLIC ON 
THEIR SHOULDERS. 


Friends of the White Metal in the 
Different Parties Urged to Stand 
Together in the Great 
Fight. 


[TASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb, 15.—The ad- 
dresses on behalf of the Democratic, 
Populist and Silver Republican parties, 
which are the result of the conferences 
which heave been in progress among the 
leaders of these parties at the Capitol 
for the past few weeks, were issued 
today. They seek to unite the members 
of the three parties in future elections 
upon the financial issue as the ques- 
tion of paramount importance, and are 
separate appeals to each of the parties 
to consolidate all along the lines for 
this purpose. 

The address to Democrats is signed 
by Senator James K. Jones, chairman 
of the Democratic National Committee, 
and is indorsed by the Democratic Con- 
gressional Committee; that to the Popu- 
lists by Senator Marion Butler, chair- 
man of the Populist National Commit- 


‘tee and the twenty-five other Populist 


members of the Senate and House, and 
that of the Silver Republicans by 
‘Chairman Charles Towne and the Silver 
Republicans in the Senate and House 
and also by ex-Senator Dubois. The 
Democratio address is as follows: 

“To the people: The surrender of the 
Republican party to the advocates of 


‘the gold standard and monopoly is at 


last complete. The present adminis- 
tration, called to power on the solemn 
pledge of the Republican National Con- 


vention at St. Louis promote bi- 


metallism, has formulated and sent to 
Congress a bill, the leading purpose of 


which, the honorable Secretary of the 


Treasury avows, is to commit the coun- 
try more thoroughly to the gold stand- 
ard. The country has already, for 


twenty-four years, been so thoroughly 


committed to this standard, partly by 
law and partly by the usurpations of 
the executive branch of the govern- 
ment, that its effects are seen and felt 
on every hand; wages are reduced: 
work is harder to get; the weight of 
debt is doubled; the value of land and 
Other property ig reduced one-half or 
amore, until the lives of the people are 
‘made bitter with hard bondage.’ It 
is certainly not in the interest of 
humanity to have this condition of 
things more thoroughly established. 
“The continued rise in value of gold, 


or, which is the same thing, the con- 


tinued fall in price, must inevitably 
transfer the property of all those en- 
gaged in active business, the actual 
creators of wealth, whether by hand, 
brain or capital, to those who, avoiding 
the risk and effort of active business. 
only draw interest. The increase of 145 
per cent. in the value of money, caused 
~é its increasing scarcity, from 1809 to 
1849, as admitted by leading advocates 
of the gold standard, found expression 
at that time in extremely low prices 
and conditions of unparalleled distress. 

“The discovery of gold and silver in 
extraordinary quantities and the great 
increase in the volume of metallic 
money resulting therefrom relieved this 
distress and brought in its stead won- 
derful prosperity. Prices rose, busi- 
ness flourished, producers. prospered, all 
were happy. Substantially this condi- 
tion would have continued if both the 
precious metals had been allowed to re- 
main in use as money, because they 
were being found in nearly sufficient 
quantities to increase the volume of 
money in proportion to the develop- 
ments of business. A wicked conspir- 
acy, however, deprived one of them of 
the money function. This was done 
with deliberate purpose of raising the 
value of the other by rendering ‘the 
supply of metallic money relatively 
scarcer, aS compared with the demand. 
From the hour of the consummation of 
this crime, mankind has suffered com- 
mercial disaster and social distress in 
almost constantly increasing measure. 
. “Just in proportion to the growth of 
arts and civilization and expansion of 
commerce, business and industry, the 
inadequacy of the volume of gold is felt, 
its scarcity is emphasized, its value in- 
creased. The repression of life and 
happiness, which is inseparable from a 
long course of declining prices, has 
now checked development and, if con- 
+> will ultimately stifle civiliza- 

“An eminent American, President 
Andrews of Brown’ University, some 
years ago, said: ‘Our national debt on 
September 1, 1865, was $2,750,000,000: it 
could then have been paid off with {8,- 
000,000 bales of cotton, or 25,000,000 tons 
of bariron. When it had been reduced 
to 1,750,000,000, 30,000,000 bales of cot- 
ton, or 32,000,000 tons of iron would have 
been required to pay it. In other 
words, while a nominal shrinkage of 
oe 55 per cent. had taken place in 
he debt, it had, as measured in either 
of these two staples, actually been en- 
larged by some 50 per cent. 

“Although more than half the prin- 
cipal of this enormous debt and every 
cent of accumulated interest had been 
paid by the labor of the United States, 
the holders of the bonds still hold a 
claim for more of the labor of the peo- 
ple than they held before these enor- 
mous payments had even been begun. 
The cruel confiscation of the lives and 
liberty of the laboring millions of this 
country is the most stupendous crime 
that has been committedinthe annalsof 
civilization. Unless ‘a government of 
the people, by the people,:and for the 
people’ had perished from the earth, 
turely the present boldly-avowed 
scheme, not only to continue, but to 
increase these evils will not be per- 
mitted. 

“In addition to this purpose of more 
thoroughly establishing the gold stand- 


ard, the plan of the administration is 


to retire the paper money of the gov- 
ernment, to issue gold bonds, and to 
increase the power, privileges and 
profits of national banks. The retire- 
ment of the government paper money 
must reduce the volume of circulation, 
and while the Secretary admits that 


the contraction of the currency would] - 


be more ruinous in two years than in- 
terest on a like amount of bonds for 
forty years would be, he calmly in- 
forms us that the national banks will 
probably issue a sufficient amount of 
money to prevent this enormous suffer- 
ing. The national banks are -not to 


be required to redeem their notes in 


gold, but it: is arranged that the na- 
tional government shall do so on de- 
mand,.and after-doing so the govern- 

ent must be content to have the na- 
tonal banks reimburse it ‘in any kind 
pf legal-tender money at the option of 
the banks. & 

“We are frankly told that lawful 
money will be made ‘relatively scarcer 
than it is now,’ and that it is intended 
that under the operation of the bill it 
will be easier to get gold than lawful 
money. Practically all the money in 
the hands of pedple now, as the Secre-

tary distinctly admits, is in silver, 
chiefly in the form of silver certificates, 
so the avowed purpose of the bill is 
to make it hereafter more difficult to 
get these than gold. 

“The monetary commissions, selected 
by the Executive Committee of a self- 
constituted Indianapolis convention, 
Which assembled for the express pur- 
pose of the establishing of the gold 
standard, have also made a report and 
promulgated a, bill, the provisions of 
which are_so strikingly like the propo- 
sition of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury in all material particulars as to 
suggest that they were compared end 
harmonized before either was given to 
the public. This report and bill are 
somewhat bolder in the assertion of the 
purposes entertained than is even the 
proposition of Mr. Gage. These dis- 
tinctly propose that silver dollars shall 
not hereafter be coined; that standard 
silver dollars shall be redeemed in gold; 
that the silver bullion on hand at pres- 
ent shall be sold, and suggest that sil- 
ver dollars may also be melted down 
and sold as bulion. We are assured 
that the notes of the banks ‘cannot 
fail to be safe,’ ‘because, being based 
upon all the resources of all the banks 
issuing them, they are based upon the 
whole business of the country.’ 

“Certainly no bank will become lia- 
ble for the notes issued by another 
bank over which it has no control or 
supervision; hence this scheme must 
contemplate the establishment of some 
central bank authority, having the ab- 
solute control of the issue of all paper 
money—a great bank trust, pool or syn- 
dicate, with powers such as no man 
has ever before had the audacity to 
suggest. 

“This committee has called upon the 
commercial bodies @ll over the coun- 
try to indorse their report. Thus the 
people @re put upon full notice of what 
is intended, and of the means of its 
accomplishment. Considering all this, 
is it any wonder that the Spectator, 
one of the great BPnglish newspapers, 
should say, as it did some months 
since: ‘Being audacious beyond old- 
world experience, the great capitalists 
of America are determined to cap- 
ture free opinion and to prevent criti- 
cism. They subsidize pulpits, they buy 
the press, they seat their well-paid at- 
torneys in the United States Senate, 
and at length they stretch their bands 
over the colonies: which it is easy to 
capture by examples of generosity. 
Thus their design is‘to prevent any 
effective action which shall in any way 
weaken their authority or undermine 
their position. Their object cannot be 
mere wealth-making, for they already 
enjoy wealth beyond the dreams of 
avarice.’ Apparently their intention is 
first to convert the United Staies into 
a powerful oligarchy and then to ex- 
tend the sway of that oligarchy over 
other lands. 

“It is reserved for the ‘free’ West to 
dismiss from academic services tried 
and competent teachers at the bidding 
of rings of millionaires, who will not 
hear one single criticism or questioning 
of the justice or necessity of their do- 
ings, or of the character and tendency 
of the trusts they have built up with 
the aid and at the expense of the pub- 
lic. The divine right of kings is to be 
succeeded by ‘the divine right of mil- 
lionaires, who are to run everything in- 
cluding the American Senate and the 
conscience and intellect of university 
professors. It is none of our duty to 
say how the American people shall 
deal with the portentous growth of that 
money power which overshadows the 
institutions of the republic. But we 
think that the rich men of America are 
revealing such a deadly plot against all 
genuine public freedom that, unless we 
are mistaken, the opening years of the 
new century will witness an outburst 
in the West which will amaze the 
civilized world. 

“In view of the great principles in- 
volved, and of the danger so close at 
hand, we urge the people everywhere 
to arouse themselves and at once to 
take steps to save -themselves and 
their children from the fetters now be- 
ing openly forged to bind them. : 

“In recent years there have been a 
number of instances of Congress dis- 
tricts where the advocates of gold and 
monopoly were largely outnumbered 
by their opponents, and, nevertheless, 
by a failure to unite and act together, 
friends of the gold standard have been 
successful. Thus as the result of a 
personal or partisan wrangle, the cause 
of truth and justice has been over- 
shadowed, the interest of humanity 
ignored and the greatest good to the 
government subordinated to an ignoble 
strife. We appeal to you, let this not 
be the case again. Our only danger is 
in division. If we are in earnest we 
must have harmony amongst ourselves. 
After ‘the bold declaration of the ad- 
ministration in favor of the gold stand- 
ard, no sincere bimetallist can ever 
again, by his vote or influence, give aid 
or encouragement to the Republican 
party. The issue is joined so we can- 
not avoid it if we would. Either the 
friends of bimetallism or the advo- 
cates of the gold-standard trusts and 
monopolies must succeed. Who is not 
for us is against us. We are aeking 
no man to abandon his party or change 
his politics; we ask no one to yield any 
principle; but in this great contest * le 
do appeal to all good men to sta id 
solidly together for liberty and humén- 
ity and strike — chico this con- 
spiracy of gold and monopoly.

The Populist address is as follows: 

“The conspiracy of gold and monopoly 
is nearing its culmination. Every ad- 
vance it has made during the last 
twenty-five years has been by adroit 
and stealthy processes. These would 
have been impossible if it had not had 
its agents and confederates holding 
offices of public trust in the executive, 
legislative and judicial branches of the 
government. Neither the beneficiaries 
nor the tools of this conspiracy have 
any particular policies. In name the 
administration was Democratic. The 
present administration is called Repub- 
lican, but it has ingloriously practiced 
and defended the perfidious policies of 
its predecessor. 

“At length the selfish and brutal in- 
terests behind this conspiracy deem 
themselves strong enough to dispense 
with the caution and duplicity hitherto 
necessary to their success. The ad- 
ministration boldly avows its indorse- 
ment of their scheme against the lib- 
erty and prosperity of the people. 
Within a few weeks it has formulated 
and sent to Congress a bill, the leading 
purpose of which, is, in the words of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, ‘to 
commit the country more thoroughly to 
the gold standard.’ . 

“This country has, during the past 

twenty-four years, suffered enough of 
the blighting effect of the gold stand- 
ard, so far as fraudulent legislation 
and executive usurpation have been 
able to establish it. It is now boldly 
proposed to legalize what has been done 
in defiance of law, and to use the power 
secured by false pretenses from a long- 
suffering and too-trustful people to put 
upon this infamous design the stamp 
of alleged popular authorization. 
“In the pursuit of this purpose of 
committing the coumtry more _ thor- 
oughly to the gold standard, the plan 
of this administration, as of the last, 
is to retire the greenbacks and other 
non-interest-bearing paper money of 
he government; to issue interest-bear- 
ing gold bonds, and to increase _ the 
powers, privileges and profits of na- 
tional banks. ‘This achievement would 
turn over the duty of supplying the 
people’s money, the very life blood of 
business, to a selfish, heartless and ir- 
responsible foreign gold syndicate, and 
its American agents and allies. 

‘Tt must be remembered also that 
this foreign syndicate and its allies

have, with the connivance, if not the 


assistance of our government, captured 
and today control every instrument of 
commerce in the nation. In framing 
the Constitution, our patriotic forefath- 


erg, With zealous care and with pro- 


tion, 


phetic wisdom, provided that commerce 
should be regulated by Congress, but 
this tremeudous power has been = ab- 
dicated ky Congress in favor of the 
gold trust and tiie banking ring. The 
money is the first great instrument of 
coumerce, but the gold ring, not satis- 
fied with ccntrolling owr financial 
system, has captured the other instru- 
ments of commerce, to enable it~ to 
keep the gold standard yoke upon our 
necks, and ‘to move thoroughly’ sub- 
jugate our people and dominate our 
government. 

“All history teaches that those who 
have controlled the instruments of 
commerce in any country have not only 
controlled the commerce of that nation, 
but have also controlled and dominated 
the government. Thus the gold syndi- 
cate and its allied monopolies in our 
country having seized the great instru- 
ments of commerce, have used this tre- 
mendous power to discriminate against 
sections and individuals; to destroy 
competition, to breed business stagna- 
tion, and to create ‘hard times’ in the 
midst of plenty. Thus the organization 
and maintenance of great industrial 
trusts have been promoted, which op- 
erate to aggravate the evil conditions 
which gave them birth. Thus they 
are making millions of paupers to cre- 
ate a few millionaires. The inevitable 
result must be to convert our govern- 
ment into an oligarchy sordid 
wealth. 

“In the accomplishment of this end 
these evil influences must. shackle 
opinion and muzzle discussion. They 
not only subsidize the press and at- 
tempt to seat their well-paid attor- 
neys in our legislative halls, on our 
benches of justice, and in all other de- 
partments of the government, but 
wherever college faculties are  sus- 
ceptible to pretended generosity or in- 
verted philanthropy, they carefully 
manuever for either service or silence. 

“The divine right of kings is to be 
succeeded by the divine right of mil- 
lionaires, who propose to fun every- 
thing, not only the instruments of 
commerce and our industrial system, 
but also as far as possthble, the pen of 
the editor and the voice, If not the in- 
tellect, of the university professor. 
Having succeeded it this, the conspir- 
ators wilf not only completely dominate 
the legislative, executive or judicial 
branches of our government, but will 
be solidly entrenched against re- 
trenchment and retribution. 

“Briefly stated, this is the part of 
the outrageous scheme. We do not 
arraign any political party on partisan 
grounds. We arraign qa system and 
denounce a conspiracy. We «condemn 
individuals and organizations that 
support this system, and aid the con- 
spiracy. The party that is the mouth- 
piece and agent of this conspiracy is 
just as dangerous under one nam@.-as 
under another. In every campaign the 
gold syndicate and all the allied trusts 
and monopolies combine. They select 
the conventions they desire to control; 
they elect the candidates that they 
have selected. Of course they control 
them after they are elected. There- 
fore, those who are not their agents 
and who would not submit to their 
tyrannous spoliation should strenu- 
ously oppose the allied combination of 
gold and monopoly. 

“The only hope of the enemy is to 
divide us. Therefore, let us be more 
united and harmonious than ever, and 
further, let us organize without delay 
a vigorous campaign in every State 
and Congressional district, county and 
precinct. 

“There are. but two sides to this 
mighty and portentous conflict. All 
of those of whatever party who favor 
the conspiracy of gold and monopoly. 
who favor individual slavery, wide- 
spread poverty and national destruc- 
should be on.one side, and all 
of those, of whatever party who oppose 
this deadly design, who love truth and 
right, who love their country, who love 
their homes and firesides, and who be- 


‘lieve in the sacred principles declared 


by Jefferson and reasserted by Jackson 
and Lincoln, should: be on the other 
side. On this side we solidly stand. 
Then let us, maintaining at all times 
party integrity, invite the harmonious 
coéperation of all seeking the same 
ends. 

“The ominous dangers threatening 
the institutions of the republic make 
this the highest duty. The line of bat- 
tle is clearly drawn. We cannot avoid 
the conflict if we would. Therefore, lect 
us appeal to all citizens and to all or- 
ganizations and parties that oppose this 
conspiracy—that oppose a government 
of the trusts; by the trusts and for 
the trusts; that oppose and will not sub- 
mit to the despotism of sordid wealth— 
to come to the rescue. Patriotism and 
manhood are not dead. A large part 
of the American. people realize the 
wrongs and comprehend the danger 
and are ready and anxious to fight this 
system to the end. 

“The spirit of '76 is abroad in the 
land, and the friends of all liberty 
everywhere are awaiting the patriotic 
call to fight a common battle against 
a common foe. Let this be done, and 
we can crush every traitor, as did the 
men of the American revolution: let 
this be done, and we shall drive every 
Tory to ignominious defeat. Let this 
be done, and we shall reéstablish what 
is almost overthrown: A government 
of the people, by the people and for 
the people.

The paper of the Silver Republicans 
is as follows: 

“The cunning plan of the beneficia- 
ries of the gold standard and the ad- 
vocates of monopoly are just nearing 
completion. They need but to win one 
more victory to become supreme, and 
to be able to defy the sovereignty of 
the people of the generations. With 
the policy of the Republican adminis- 
tration is a plain confession that the 
secret authors of the St. Louis plat- 
form of 1896 are in absolute control of 
that party. Power thus secured under 
false pretense is to be ruthlessly used 


to carry out the ulterior designs of: 


the conspirators. The slow processes 
of twenty-five years are rapidly ad- 
vancing to their goal, t near ap- 
proach to which now seems to warrant 
dispensing with the caution and deceit 
that have hitherto been the necessary 
preliminaries of success. 

“But this openness of purpose has 
the opportunity of patriotism. Honesi 
men should hesitate no longer if Op- 
posed to the establishment of the gold 
standard in all its rigor: if opposed to 
the retirement of the government cur- 
rency. if opposed to the erection of a 
great association of banks of issue as 
the all-dominating power in the na- 
tion, if opposed to every kind of trust 
and monopoly, the offspring and ad- 
junct of the money power. Before 
this awful and.iminent peril to the in- 
stitutions of our country, every per- 
sonal ambition must melt away and 
merely partisan. contention must be 
stilled. While this issue remains unset- 
tled, Democrats, Populists and Silver 
Republicans musi stand shoulder to 
shoulder in a common cause. United 
we can save the republic, the last 
refuge of self-government, the one re- 
maining hope of liberty, to succeeding 
centuries. The molicy of our foes is 
to divide us that they may conquer. us. 
let no private interest, pride, care- 
lessness, or folly, afford them hope that 
we shall furnish arms against. our- 
selves. In every State and Congress 
District in the Union the close corpora. 


tion should be our watchword. After 
full consent, together, we i should 


wherever there is a contest, choose a 
strong champion of the common cause, 
and to him be given the true allegiance 
and earest support of every opponent 
of the party of gold and monopoly. 

“The man or organization that in this 
grave crisis becomes responsible for 
discordant counsels or divided energies, 
does not deserve the blessings we are 
all striving to preserve, 

“Patriote and citizens, we call upon 
you to unite in this great common ser- 


| vice of citizenship and patriotism. No 


man need surrender his party convic- 
tions. No’ existing organization need 
be abandoned. While striving to over- 
throw a common enemy, no good pur- 
pose is served by emphasizing pointe in 
which we differ. But until this final 
assault of the enemy on the last ram- 
parts of our industrial and social in- 
dependence is repelled, until the eon- 
trol of the money system of the coun- 
try is ’‘reecued from ‘the hands of spe- 
cial interests and secured to the whole 
people, the members of the great armies 
of political reform in every part of the 
United States should act in mutual jus- 
tice and harmonious coéperation for 
the general welfare.

SAYS THE CHICAGO ASSOCIATION 
WAS UNCHARITABLE, — 


Believes He Should Have Been 
Taken to Its Bosom and the 
Fatted Calf Killed=—Will Keep 
on Preaching. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

CHICAGO, Feb. 15.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Rev. C. O. Brown is not go- 
ing around with his head bowed down 
because the Chicago association has 
expelled him. On the contrary, he is 
one of the happiest pastors in Chicago, 
because he feels, he says, that he has 
touched bottom in his troubles, and 
now begins the up grade. 

“The action of the Chicago asso- 
ciation yesterday,” he said, “has not 
affected my relations with my church 
in the least. We have 147 members, 
and eight of them told me some time 
ago that they felt bound to abide by 
the action of the association, and if 
that action should be adverse they 
would withdraw from the church, but 
not a single member has withdrawn 
or threatened to withdraw for reasons 
personal to me. I think I may say 
the same of more of the outside com- 
munity with which the church is 
identified. 

“We think the association went out 
of its way to do an uncharitable thing. 
I joined the association in good faith, 
supposing that it would terminate my 
membership in any other. Well, it 
was decided that I was still amenable 
to the Bay Conference, which, on my 
confession, visited on me the usual 
penalty. Now, my people and myself 
think one penalty for one offense is 
enough, and that two are too many. 
We think the Chicago association, at 
the most, should have decided/that I 
was not a member. and for Chat rea- 
son my name should be stricken from 
the roll.” 

Brown continued: “My church will 
still be a member of the association, 
and though I cannot attend the asso- 
ciation’s sessions as minister, I can 
attend them as a lay delegate.”

THE UNITY PULPIT. 


The Rev. B. Ee. Howard Does not 
Expect to Fill It. 

The report that “a movement is on 
foot that many result in an invitation 
to the Rev. Burt Estes Howard to be- 
come the pastor of Unity Church at the 
end of Rev. Mr. Wendte’s term’’—which 
report was given, in the words quoted, 
in yesterday's Times, has elicited the 
following letter from Mr. Howard: 

“AZUSA, Feb. 15, 1898. 

{To the Editor of The Times:] On 
my way to the train this morning my 
attention was called to a short artiale 
in The Times purporting to give infor- 
mation with reference to my future 
plans. I was surprised to learn that 
Unity Church contemplated calling me 
to its pulpit. My surprise in this mat- 
ter was second onlv to that of the 
church itself, for certainly no such 
idea has been entertained by Unity. The 
Rev. Mr. Wendte is under contract—I 
have been informed by that gentlenian 
himself—to supply the pulpit of Unity 
Church for one year. Surely there is 
no movement on the part of the church 
to break its contract, and, were the 
consideration of a call from that church 
to be entertained by me, I could hardly 
be so base and unmanly as to coun- 
tenance any project to displace Mr. 
Wendte. 

“The publication of the article in this 
morning’s paper will give Mr. Wendte, 
who is ill, needless pain and do him a 
cruel injustice. I trust that you will 
give equal prominence to a denial of 
the statement therein made. I have 
not been ‘interviewed’ on the matter of 
accepting Unity pulpit and therefore 
the closing sentence of the article, 
which declares that, when I was ‘ap- 
proactted’ on the subject, I ‘maintained 
a discreet and impressive silence,’ is 
absolutely false. 

“I do not know the name of your 
imaginative informant, but would re- 
spectfully call the attention of the 
‘Ananias Club’ to him. Yours most

“BURT ESTES HOWARD.” 

Evidently there is a misunderstand- 
ing somewhere,. and apparently Mr. 
Howard read the article in The Times 
hastily, for some of the definite state- 
ments shat he denies were not made. 
The informant of The Times was a 
very prominent member of Unity 
Church, who said he had spoken to 
Mr. Howard on the subject,: and re- 
ceived no reply from hia. 

Dr. Fay is supposed to have been 
the originator of the novel idea of call- 
ing a Presbyterian minister to a Uni- 
tarian church, and it is said that he 
broached the proposition to Dr. How- 
ard without authority from Unity 
Church.

BURROS FOR ALASKA. 


At Least Ten Carloads Will 
Shipped This Spring.

ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.,) Feb. 15.—

that at least ten carloads of burros 
will be shipped out of New Mexico for 
the Alaskan gold fields on the open- 
ing of Spring. It is learned today that 
Steve Naughton, otherwise known as 
“Gunny Sack Riley,’’ has made a trip 
to the village of Isleta for a syndicate 
of Seattle men for the purpose of buy- 
ing up all the spare burros of that 
village from the Pueblo Indians.

CANADIAN WANTS TO KNOW. 


Be 


Thinks His Countrymen are not He- 
ing Treated Right. 
[ASSOCIATED DAY REPORT.] 

OTTAWA (Ont.,) Feb. 15.—Mr. Mc- 
Inness of British Columbia, speaking 
in the House of Commons, asked if 
the government was aware that the 
United States authorities at Skaguay 
and Dyea continue to compel all pur- 
chasers of Canadian goods to take an 
official escort while crossing the dis- 
puted territory, and to pay $6 per day 
for each escort. Mr. McInness also 
wanted to know if some arrangement 
had not been made between the ‘United 
States and Canadian governments do- 
ing away with this “intolerable dis- 
crimination.”’ 

Premier Laurier, in reply, said that 
the arrangement referred to was an 
unofficial one, and consisted of an un- 
derstanding that regulations should 
be issued by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, which would render effectual the 
privileges of bonding Canadian goods 
over United States territory at Dyea 
and Skaguay. These regulations, he 
said, had been issued, though they had 
not been officially communicated to 
the Canadian government. He believed 
that the regulations would prove sat- 
isfactory to Canada. 


THE CANAL FEASIBLE. 


CHICAGO ENGINEERS PLEASED 
WITH PROSPECTS IN NICARAGUA. 


Fewer Difficulties to Be Contended 
With Than They Had Antici- 
pated—Went Over the Ground 
Thoroughly. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Chicago company of 
engineers and contractors, who went 
to Central America more than a month 
ago to represent a number of capital- 
ists who are considering the problem 
of building the Nicaragua Canal, re- 
turned to this city today on the Atlas- 
line steamer Allegheney. In the party 
were E. F. Cragin, financial broker; 
J. M. Jackson, builder of the Reading 
Railroad terminals at Philadelphia; 
H. B. Hanger of Frankfort, Ky.; H. 
P. Mason, also of Frankfort; Freder- 
ick Davis of the Chicago Dredging 
Company, and Illinois Dredging Com- 
pany; L. E. Cooley, for many vears 
chief engineer of the Sanitary District 
of Chicago, and C. G. Wheeler, chem- 
ist and mining expert. 

In speaking of the trip, Cooley said 
that the party had learned from ob- 
servation the physical condition and 
other characteristics of the Panama 
Canal, and had thoroughly examined 
the route of the proposed Nicaragua 
Canal. They had learned in their 
travels the cost of labor in southern 
lands, the general lay of the region, 
the nature of the soils, the construc- 
tion of public works and general facil- 
ities for transportation. They cxam- 
ined the Panama Railway, the Nica- 
ragua Railway, the railroad from 
Port Limon to San José, and others. 
In the eastern part of Nicaragua they 
tramped through thirty miles of nilly 
and marshy land. In the course of 
those thirty miles they saw not a 
human being or house. They found 
the work of building the Nicaragua 
Canal could be accomplished with 
fewer difficulties than they had antici- 
pated, as their ideas about the coun- 
try had been formed from incomplets 
and inadequate information. 

Cooley said that the party was 
treated with every courtesy and had 
received special favors from the Nica- 
raguan government, and from the 
United States commission there. 

Two members of the party, Stevens 
of St. Paul, and Winston of Minneapo- 
lis, are still at San José. Frank 
Washburn of New York and Mr. 
Hooker. who were also of the party, 
are returning to this city by way of 
New Orleans.

While some people are already dis- 
cussing the extent of the sentences, 
others regard the acquittal of the de- 
fendants as certain, as it is evident 
that the court is becoming more favor- 
able in its disposition toward M. Zola. 

The presiding Judge today disallowed 
the request of counsel for M. Zola, 
that the experts heard at the Ester- 
hazy court-martial should be called to 
testify. 

Gen. Gong appeared on the witness- 
stand and protested against the asser- 
tion of M. Jaures, the Socialist Deputy, 
on Saturday last, that the general 
staff had reufsed to enlighten the Drey- 
fus affair. 

M. Crepieux Janin, a handwriting 
expert, strenuously denied that he had 
attempted to bribe M. Teyssonniere to 
modify his report of the Dreyfus bor- 
dereau. 


CAUSED A SENSATION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PARIS, Feb. 15.—M. Teyssonniere, M. 
Crepieux Janin added, had declared it 
was not on his (Teyssonniere’s) report 
alone, and not on M. Bertillon’s, that 
Dreyfus was convicted. This statement 
caused a sensatioin. M. Janin added 
that it was because M. Teyssonniere 
was angry with the witnéss for not 
sharing his opinion in regard to the 
Dreyfus case that he tried to compro- 
mise the matter. The witness further 
said he followed the profession of a 
dentist, not that of an expert in hand- 
writing. 

M. Laborie asked permision to ex- 
amine the experts, Courard, Belhomme 
and Veillard, but the court refused the 
request. 

Prof. Ernest Moulinier of the College 
of France, testified that Maj. Ester- 
hazy’s handwriting absolutely resem- 
bled that of the bordereau. 

M. Clemenceau, counsel for the Au- 
rore, read letters from Mme. de Bou- 
lancey, admitting the possession of le:- 
ters that Maj. Esterhazy wrote her 
between 1881 and 1894, and containing 
serious animadversions on France and 
the French army. 

M. Clemenceau urged the court to 
appoint a magistrate to ask Mme. de 
Boulancey if, among the letters, there 
was not one containing the expres- 


sions: 
“Firstly, Gen. Saussier (then ihe 
commander-in-chief of the French 


army and military governor of Paris) 
is a clown. In our country the Ger- 
mans would not show him at a circus. 
{Uproar in court.] Secondly, if the 
Prussians got as far as Lyons they 
might throw away their guns and keep 
only their riding whips to drive the 
French in front of them.” [Prolonged 
sensation.]. 

Three amateur experts in handwrit- 
ing testified that the fac-simile was 
an exact reproduction of Maj. Ester- 
hazy’s handwriting, a statement that 
caused a further sensation in court. 

Felix Frank, a lawyer of Brussels, 
testified that in order to demonstrate 
his evidence it would be necessary to 
have a blackboard, and that it would 
require an hour to demonstrate ais 
theory. 

Amid an uproar in court, the session 
Was suspended while a blackboard was 
procured and placed on an easel, after 
which M. Frank traced on the black- 
board a fac-simile of the bordereau 
and of Maj. Esterhazy’s Piandwriting. 
M. Frank made some long technical 
demonstrations, and said: 

“The majority of the experts started 
on the false idea that the writer of the 
bordereau had disguised his handwrit- 
The bordereau; 


ing. however, was 
written naturally, and in a running 
hand, which is identical with that of 


Maj. Esterhazy. 

The latter (Maj. Esterhazy,) con- 
tinued the witness, had recognized the 
bordereau as being his own handwrit- 
ing, but had declared it had bean 
traced by a forger. 

M. Frank proceeded to demonstrate 
technically the improbability of this 
explanation, showing how 
words presented certain divergencies. 

The lengthy demonstration of the 
witness caueed some impatience among 
the public in court, culminating in 
open murmurs when M. Frank affirmed 
that the bordereau was written by one 
person alone and added that this person 
was Maj. Esterhazy. 

Annoyed at the murmurs, M. Frank 
turned and cried: “I intended to end 
here, but since I am interrupted, I will 
continue.” 

The presiding Judge here remarked: 
“IT will ask you to use different janguage 
than that which ie discourteous.” 

Prof. Havert of the College of France 
said he examined as an expert, the 
bordereau and the letters of Maj. Es- 
terhazy and Dreyfus, as well as a let- 


ter written by Dreyfus since his con- 
demnation. The latter, the witness con- 
tinued, was devoid of resemblance to 


the bordgreau, of which he was con- 
vinced Maj. Esterhazy was the author. 


The court was then adjourned. The 
crowd made no demonstrations. 
The excitement caused by the trial 


has greatly abated, but the real in- 
terest is absorbing and growing daily. 
Count Esterhazy will be examined to- 
morrow. When the trial shall be fin- 
ished the discussion will be moved. to 
the Chamber of Deputies and the Sen- 


ate, where the Cabinet will be on trial. 
There are still thirteen witnesses to 
be examined, and then will come the 


addresses of the advocate-general, 
Vancassel, M. Laberie and M. Clemen- 
ceau. M. Laborie is expected to speak 
four or five hours. M. Zola will speak 
very briefly.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The late 
Spanish Minister, Sefior Dupuy de 
Lome, accompanied by Mme. de Lome, 
their two sons and a Spanish valet, 
left Washington at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon for New York, whence they 
sail tomorrow for Liverpool. 

A large delegation from the Diplo- 
matic Corps, accompanied by their 
wives, gave a hearty au revoir at the 
station to their late associates. Mme. 
de Lome carried @ bouquet of red roses. 
and several baskets of flowers were 
carried by the attendants and placed 
in the car occupied by the De Lome 
party. The entire staff of the Span- 
ish legation, headed by Sefior Dubosie, 
the charge d'affaires, were present, and 
others at the station were Count and 
Countess de Lichtervelde of the Bel- 
gian legation: Viscount and Viscountess 
de sauto-Thyrso of the Portuguese lega- 
tion; Mr. Piedoa, the Swiss Minister; 
Gen. Rergie of the Colcmbian lega- 
tion, Baron Riedl of the Austrian lega- 
tion: Mr. Dewecherlim, the Minister of 
the Netherlands: the Count d’Arcos of 
Srain: Mr. Gana, the Chilean Minister, 
and Mme. Gana, and Sefior Corea of the 
Central American legation. Mme. Gata 
brought a handsome bouquet and 
handed it to Mme. de Lome just before 
train passed out. Sefior de  Lasune 
passed among this former 
giving them a warm farewell, and 
Mme. de Lome waved her adieu to the 
men and embraced the ladies.

LET’S GET TOGETHER. 

The attitude of the newspapers in 
the smaller towns and cities of South- 
ern California toward the annual 
fiesta in Los Angeles is quite the most 
remarkable example of narrowness, 
shortsightedness and mean jealousy 
that this State has ever been called 
upon to witness. They appear to 
think that this city is the only bene- 
ficiary from the carnival; but such is 
a sad mistake. Whatever benefits any 
part of Southern California benefits 
the whole of it. As Los Angeles 
grows -in wealth, and beauty, and 
power, so grows the grand section of 
the commonwealth of California that 
surrounds it. 

Of the thousands attracted here by 
the fame of our annual carnival, not 
all, by any means, confine their at- 
tentions to this city. The visitors are 
made up of all kinds and classes of 
people, and after they have seen the 
big April show, the glittering pageants 
and the perfumed parade of the féte 
of flowers, they go to the beautiful 
cities and settlements in all the coun- 
try round; and out of the number 
some are sure to cast their lots with 
Orange, and San Diego, and Santa 
Barbara, and Ventura, as well as with 
the peerless and imperial county of 
Los Angeles. | 

Los Angeles spends its money for 
the carnival, and it is but natural that 
it should reap the major part of the 
benefits, but whatever of gain comes 
to this city, our neighbors share either 
directly or indirectly. When the city 
is full of fiesta visitors we use more 


_ Riverside and Redlands oranges, more 


beans from Ventura, more butter from 
Hueneme, more beer from San Diego, 
more eggs from Santa Ana and Or- 
ange, and the entire country south of 
the Tehachepi gains in glory and 
prestige from the tremendous adver- 
tisement of Southern California which 
the fiesta gives. it. He is a short- 
sighted man indeed who cannot see 
beyond the immediate dollar, and he 
is a narrow individual who will per- 
sistently decry an enterprise unless 
it is one that goes on in his own im- 
mediate bailiwick. Men ought to be 
broader and more liberal minded than 
that if this great section, matchless 
in its possibilities and rich in oppor- 
tunities, is to achieve the destiny that 
is cut out for it, if we all “stand in.” 

In carrying forward the work of 
holding a great spring-time carnival 
in this city, Los Angeles does not un- 
dertake it in any spirit of selfishness, 
but because this is the metropolis and 
it is here that the people of the sur- 


rounding sections have a right to exe’ 


pect big undertakings to be accom- 
plished looking to the glory of all 
the land that environs this southern 
capital. We are doing hard . work, 
nerve-wearing work, in carrying on 
‘these fétes year after year, and it is 
but fair that. we should at least 
mot be attacked from the rear 
by our neighbors, for we are working 
for them as well as ourselves. Tue 
TiMeEs believes the fiesta to be a good 
-thing for all Southern California, and 
therefore approves it and is doing its 
best to see that no hiatus occurs in 
the celebration.

A SHALLOW PRETENSE. 

The “great movement for an eight- 
hour working day’ which Samuel 
Gompers is endeavoring to inaugurate 
among trades union in the East, is 
based upon false prétenses and ecco- 
nomic error. As THE TIMES “has 
pointed out, its inspiring motive is 
not a desire to benefit wage-earners, 
nor an expectation that they will be 
benefited by the movement. It is 
rather inspired by a craving for no- 
toriety on the part of Gompers and 
his associates, 

There is absolutely no valid reason 
or excuse for the general strike, which 
Gompers proposes to precipitate. The 
workmen whom § he purposes to call 
out are earning good wages, and most 
of them are satisfied with their em- 
ployment and the hours of !abor 
which it imposes, They are begin- 
ning to recover from th=- long period 
of depression and idleness which pre- 
ceded the existing period of industrial 
activity. As no reasonable or specific 
cause exists for a general strike, 
Gompers has conceived the idea of 
resuscitating the moribund issue of 
the eight-hour working day, and is 
preparing to work a gigantic confi- 
dence game upon the deluded men 
who have abrogated to him and his 
subordinates, some of their most 
sacred rights as American citizens— 
the right, among others, of individual 
judgment and of independent action 
on matters which chiefly concern 
themselves as individuals and as citi- 
zens. | 

The claim of Gompers that he is 
aiming to benefit the cause of !abor 
is a shallow pretense. His assump- 
tion that there is a general demand 
for the eight-hour day is false. It} 
he and his co-conspirators imagine 
that they,can force the general adop 
tion of eight hours as the maximum 
of a day’s work, they are nursing a 
fatal delusion. 

The average hours of labor have 
beén materially reduced within the 
past hundred years, throughout the 
civilized world. Where workmen for- 
merly toiled twelve and fifteen hcurs 
daily, they now work ten, nine, and 
in many cases only eight hours. Wages 
have increased during the same period 
by from 50 to 200 per cent., while the 
prices of commodities have tended 
steadily downward—a tendency which 
is still in operation, and is likely to 
continue indefinitely, for good and 
sufficient reasons, which need not be 
here enumerated. But these results 
have been accomplished through the 
slow processes of industrial evolution, 
and not by the crude, brutal, and in- 
efficient expedient of strikes. Very 
little, in fact, that was not harmful 
alike to labor and to the commonweal, 
has ever been accomplished by strikes. 
The whole history of labor strikes is 
a history of failure, of wrong, of dis- 
aster, and of injury to laboring men 
themselves, who, in the nature of 
things are and must be the principal 


sufferers. The few instances in which 
strikes have been successful, or ap- 
parently so, are exceptions which 


prove the rule. 

It may be that in the course of in- 
dustrial evolution the eight-hour 
working day will cease to be an im- 
practicable dream, and will become a 
reality. But’ it must come in that 
way, if at all. It cannot be brought 
about by force, nor even by legisla- 
tive compulsion. If a law were en- 
acted limiting the working day to 
eight hours, and providing penalties 
for working overtime, the law would 
speedily be invalidated. It would not 
stand the test of judicial review. It 
would be in conflict with the national 
Constitution. It would be an unwar- 
ranted and intolerable invasion of the 
guaranteed, inalienable rights of the 
individual, which empower him to sell 
his labor upon the best terms obtain- 
able. The number of hours given by 
the laborer as “a day’s ‘work” must 
bear some proper and just relation to 
his wage; the principle of equity and 
fair-dealing between workman and 
employer must be kept in view, or 
the contract becomes a farce and a 
mockery, unjust to one side or the 
other. There is no better rule than 
the old familiar one expressed in the 
words, “A fair day’s work for a fair 
day’s pay.” 

As well say that no grocer shall 
sell more than ten pounds of cheese 
in any onq day, as to say that no la- 
borer shall work more than eight 
hours per day. Labor is nothing 
more nor less than a commodity, and 
each individual fas an inherent right 
to dispose of his labor as he sees fit, 
and upon such terms as may be agreed 
upon between himself and the pur- 
chaser. Moreover, the question is one 
to be more properly settled in each 
individual case, between employé and 


jemployer; the same rule cannot be 


in the Board of Education. 


made to apply practically to different 
cases; where the conditions and nec- 
éssities of the case may! be widely di- 
vergent. And in the matter of. com- 
pensation, the better rule is to have 
it fixed on the hour basis, then the 
number of hours that may, by mutual 
agreement, constitute a day’s work in 
any given case, becomes unimportant, 

For the reasons above igiven, among 
others, the eight-hour working day 
cannot be brought about by a strike, 
whether the number of men called out 
be one hundred or one million. Gom- 
pers and his gang cannot succeed in 
abridging the rights of contract  be- 
tween employer and employé. They 
may succeed in intimidatng some men 
on both sides; and in causing a great 
deal of suffering, loss, and public in- 
convenience. But they are powerless 
to alter great economic laws, or to 
take away the fundamental rights of 
American citizens, 


THE BOARD OF EDIFICATION. 

The school board of Los Angeles 
appears to have an unlimited capacity 
for getting itself tangled in petty 
complexities. As a responsible branch 
of the municipal government, charged 
with duties and responsibilities which 
are in some respects the most impor- 
tant in the whole system of municipal 
economies, the Board of Education 
has been a conspicuous and most lam- 
entable failure. Its record during 
the past few months has been a dis- 
grace and blot upon the name and 
fame of Los Angeles. _It has been 
a record of fraud, duplicity, and in- 
competency such as to disgust all de- 
cent citizens, and to impair the use- 
fulness of this important part of the 
city government to a serious extent. 

This condition of things cannot be 
allowed to continue indefinitely, The 
interests which are imperiled are too 
great to admit of trifling and treach- 
ery. The people of Los Angeles re- 
quire from the Board of Education an 
efficient, honest and businesslike ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the 
school department. They are tired of 
the petty bickerings and pot-house 
methods which have prevailed in the 
board for months past. It is time 
for Reform, with the largest kind of 
an R. 

There are honest, capable members 
Unfor- 
tunately, they have heretofore been in 
a minority. The election of a new 


}+member has been looked forward to 


in the hope and the expectation that 
when elected his influence would be 
exerted on the side of decency, hon- 
esty, and right. His ante-election 
promises were most’ explicit; he 
pledged himself to steer clear of the 
Webb gang and do right. But his 
first official step oas proven a disap- 
pointment. Mr. Bragg has before him 
an opportunity such as is seldom pre- 
sented to a man in a similar position. 
The eyes of the whole community are 


upon him, He holds the balance of| 


power in the board, and can, by his 
official action, determine to a great ex- 
tent its course for good or for evil. 
Upon the manner in which. he ‘im- 
proves the opportunities before him 
will depend his reputation as a man 
and as a public official. To pre-judge 
him, or to impugn his sincerity, would 
be unjust. He is pledged to do the 
right thing, and the people expect him 
to abide by his pledges. |

The Landlords’ Association has re- 
solved to patronize only those elec- 
tric-lighting companies which obey 
the ordinance by putting their wires 
under ground. As this association 
represents some $30,000,000 of capital, 
largely invested in Los Angeles build- 
ings, the action taken is significant. 
But such action ought not to be nec- 
essary. It is not the duty of private 
citizens to enforce obedience to the 
city’s ordinances. The executive offi- 
cers of the city are charged with the 
duty of enforcing obedience to the 
municipal laws, and they are ex- 
pected to discharge that duty with 
fidelity and thoroughness.

Howes, most of these gentlemen being 
accompanied by their wives. 

Arend’s Orchestra furnished some 
very delightful music to the prome- 
naders, and at 9 o’clock J. R. New- 
berry, speaking from the gallery to the 
throng of guests below, gave hearty 
welcome to all present, and introduced 
John F. Francis, vice-president of the 
Chamber of Commerce. (That gentle- 
man spoke as follows: 

“A friend just inquired if I were a 
Minnesotan, and I answered no—only 
a first cousin. That is, I am from the 
first State south of Minnesota, and I 
always have a ‘Hawkeye’ open for 
the ‘Wolverines.’ Nevertheless, per- 
sonally, and in behalf. of the officers 
and members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce it gives me great pleasure to 
welcome the Journal party and all 
Minnesotans to our land of sunshine 
and flowers. Although, truth to tell, 
our flowers, through no fault of them, 
are not in evidence to the extent which 
they or we could desire. As a matter 
of fact, Minnesota is largely responsi- 
ble for their absence. As, a few weeks 
ago one of these gentle, but decidedly 
“chilly zephyrs, to which you are ac- 
customed, stole away from the broad, 
boundless prairies of your State, and 
soaring o’er mountain and plain, swept 
down along our golden, semi-tropical 
sunset shores, in quest of those Wo!ver- 
ines, who had strayed away from 
their native heaths, and, although the 
Minnesotans seemed greatly to enjoy 
its cool, invigorating embraces, it 
‘meant sudden death for our more deli- 
cate and fragile, buds and blossoms. 

‘However, ifaour flowers are dead, we 
are not, and we-hope you will enjoy 
the warmth of our greeting, and our 
unlimited sunshine, as we know you 
came from a land that, for four 
months in the year, yields an abun- 
dant harvest of ice and snow—with- 
out irrigation. Nevertheless, those 
Minnesotans who have cast their Iot 
in with ours have never been known 
to produce ‘a frost.’ On the contrary, 
among our business men they are ‘the 
live wires’ of finance and commerce, 
and in our social circles they have 
ever proved a desirable and’ charm- 
ing acquisition. My friends, Minne- 
sota and California have many inter- 
ests in common: many mutual inter- 
ests that should cement the ties of 
our friendship. 

“You buy our golden fruit, and we 
presumé you like it—and we never sit 
down to a Thanksgiving dinner with- 
out blessing that section of our coun- 
try that supplies the sauce. However, 
I speak by the card when I assert 
that cranberries will soon be a drug 
in our local markets, as we have dis- 
covered a New-berry, that has become 
very popular with out people. Again, 
you hve a Journal that keeps track of 
your wanderings, and we have several 
journals that keep their searchlights 


on our wanderings. You. raise the 
finest wheat on earth, and we cannot 
be beat at ‘raising Cain.” You make 


the best flour in the world—and we are 
fond of ‘the dough.’ You have bliz- 
zards against your will, and we have 
them against the will of the other fel- 
low. Y¥our people cut your own ice— 
and we have too many who cut none 
whatever. You have a few corner lots 
for sale, and we havea few real estate 
agents-for sale: ‘vith about fifty- 
seven ‘For Sale’ signs on every va- 
cant piece of property in Southern 
California. Many of your party have 
found a harbor of refuge in St. Paul, 
and we are trying to found one at 
St. Peter—pronounced im the Spanish 
way, San Pedro. \ 

“Your State had stirring times in 
1861-6, and a famous bald eagle bird— 
old Abe—who perched above your vic- 
torious banners. We, also, have our 
stirring Times, with a famous bald 
‘Eagle Bird that perches beneath its 
victorious banner. The only difference 
is that your eagle is dead, very dead, 
while ours is alive—very much alive. 
You are in search of climate, and we 
have it in solid chunks; and we hope 
when you take your departure you will 
take along as much of our climate as 
your constitution can assimilate, and 
as much of our soil as your bank ac- 
counts can stand. In either case, you 
will be,the gainer, and we—well, we 
will pose as the good samaritans. 

“My friends, I had thought to tell 
you of our climate, our products and 
ourselves, but the first you are here 
and can judge for yourselves; as to 
our products, our exhibit-rooms, or 
rather their contents, speak more elo- 
quently than words, and ourselves— 
well, later on you will ‘hear all about 
our good points, and I hope you will 
hear nothing worse than what I have 
frankly stated. And, now, let me re- 
peat, we are delighted to welcome you 
to our city, and State. We hope your 
visit may prove enjoyable, and that 
you may return. We present you with 
the key of our city—it is yours—the 
key. I should, perhaps, tender an 
apology for my light remarks; my only 
excuse is in the words of Judge Miller, 
‘A little nonsense now and then is 
relished by the twigest—Minnesota— 
men.”’ 

The key of the city alluded to was a 
beautiful floral piece made in the 
shape of a key, and worked in violets 
and white flowers. . 

Judge Jchn M. Miller, president of the 
local Minnesota association, was next 
introduced, and in semi-facetious vein 
welcomed and congratulated the guests 
from his old State. .He said that: in 


mighty things. “You have the bigge¢t 
mills,” said he, “and that I can prove 
by Mr. Pillsbury, who stands behind 
me You have the best among news- 
papers; that I can prove by Mr. Mc- 
Lain, editor-in-chief of the Minneapolis 
Journal, who stands behind me; and

This being—so, am gla s 
more favorable to the farmer, and also 
glad that in Southern California you 
are fostering and caring for the work 
of the farmer. 

“Let me say this, too, that half a

Frank J. Davis was the last speaker 
and spoke very briefly.

A Congregationist Afraid of Mormon 
Aggression. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.1 


BOSTON, Feb. 15.—Charles R. Bliss, 
financial agent of the Salt Lake Col- 
lege, Utah, delivered at the Boston 
Congregational Ministers’ meeting a 
startling address, in which he said the 
Mormons mean war. Mr. Bliss said: 
“The present extended missionary 
movement of the Mormon Church, em- 
bracing, it is said, no less than 1400 
missionaries at work in this country, 
is a challenge to Christian churches to 
examine the fundamental doctrines by 
the force of which the church praposes 
to overturn the Christianity of the age. 
They are as follows:

“On the basis of these doctrin it 
proposes not only to establish a theoc- 
racy in Utah, by which all the civil 
affairs of the State shall be governed, 
but also to destroy all Christian 
churches, It ought not to astonish any 
one that the manifesto of 1890, profess- 
ing to suspend polygamy, has not dorie 
80. The mask is falling off. Six years 
after the manifesto was issued the first 
State Legislature in Utah legitimized 
all the’ polygamous children born up to 
the date of the act.” 


BULGARIAN OUTRAGES. 


Edhem Pasha Ordered to the Scene 
of the Trouble. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 15.—[By 
Atlantic Cable.] Edhem Pasha has 
been ordered from Thessaly to Uskub, 
one hundred miles from Salonica, in 
European Turkey, in order to ‘insti- 
tute inquiry into the outrages com- 
plained of by Bulgaria.” 

It is added that at the same time it 
is hoped that the presence of the vic- 
torious commander will intimidate the 
excited population. 

The Bulgarian agent at Constantino- 
ple, as cabled to the Asscciated Press 
February 2, presented a note to the 
Turkish government, pointing out the 
serious events occurring in the villayet 
of Uskub, where Bulgarians have been 
arrested by the Turkish authorities on 
the charge of storing arms. The agent 
further alleged that many of the pris- 
oners had been tortured to death, and 
that women and girls were dying from 
the outrages inflicted upon them. There- 
fore, the agent of Bulgaria urgently 
demanded an immediate cessation of 
the oppression, the withdrawal of the 
military. forces surrounding the locai- 
ity, the transfer of all prisoners to Us- 
kub for trial, and the dismissal of a 
number of officials. .

There are reasons for expecting more 
financial assistance than was antici- 
pated when The Times started the 
new list, and with the increased fund, 
the scope and magnitude of the cele- 
bration may be made greater than was 
planned originally.

“Wind, 5 a.m., north, velocity 2 miles; 5 p.m., 
west, velocity 4 miles. Maximum tempera- 
ture, 84 deg.; minifaum temperature, 52 deg. 
Barometer reduced to sea level. 

Weather Conditions.—The pressure has 
fallen from the Pacific Coast to the plateau 
regions, the change since yesterday morning 
being marked in the vicinity of Puget Sound, 
where an area of low pressure is approaching, 
coneiaiaaial by cloudy weather and rain. 
Clear, slightly warmer weather prevails in 
Southern California, with continued dry land 
winds. The weather is much colder east of 
the mountains, freezing temperatures being 
reported with snow in the Missouri Valley.

WEEKLY CROP BULLETIN. 

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 14.—The past week 
was much warmer than has occurred for some 
time past, with dry land winds prevailing, 
which counteracted the good effects of the re- 
cent light rains. The rains which fell the 
first of the week just closed and at the end 
of the previous one were generally light and 
fnsufficient for lasting benefit. The ground is 
again becoming very dry, and grain as well 
as vegetation generally are maxing very slow, 
if any, growth. Irrigation r orchards con- 
tinues, both to supply water to trees and to 
fill the soil with moisture. The fair, warm 
weather of the past week was very favorable 
for orange picking. Lemons are being gath- 
ered and placed in the curing-houses. Al- 
monds and peaches are beginning to bloom. 
The reports for the weekly bulletin are few 
at present, because there is very little to state 
in regard to farming operations on account 
of the continued drought. 

ALL ALONG THE LINE. 


The San Francisco Bulletin remarks:

The San Francisco Chronicle is of the 
opinion that ‘“‘Guatemala is not a pleas- 
ant place of residence in these days, 
for the interval between the death or 
fiight of one President and the formal 
installment of a new Executive is a 
period during which no one is sure of 
his safety.

The penalty is 
not less than $2.50 nor more than $20 
or ten days in jail. Talk about enter- 
prise.” 


Here’s another shattered romance. 
The Oakland Timessays: “Anillustrated 
‘story’ of a gum girl at the Midwinter 
Fair, who became an artist’s model, a 
burleeque actress and a grand dame by 
martiage in Mexico, made “‘its first ap- 
pearance on any stage’ in a San Fran- 
cisco paper a week or two ago, and is 
now having quite a run in the eastern 
press. Meanwhile Town Talk announces 
that the young woman is still in evi- 
dence and gives no evidence of having 
passed through any of the stages of the 
social evolution so gayly described.” 


The Oakland Tribune says: ‘“‘The'pros- 
ecution in the Luetgert case in Chicago 
is showing a lot of vigor for having suc- 
ceeded in convicting Leutgert and send- 
ing him to prison for life. It is now 
after the witnesses who testified for 
him in the case, and proposes to have 
four of them indicted for perjury. This 
jis an aftermath which those witnesses 
did not expect to reap, and if the same 
‘kind of spirit were shown by other pub- 
lic prosecutors, there might be very 
much less false ewearing to acquit 
murderers and other criminals.” Chi- 
cago sets an example which California, 
-{n particular, would do well to follow. 


As is said by the Tulare Register 
with its accustomed energy and good 
judgment: “Those wildcat Spanish peo- 
ple, how long shall we bear with 
them! De Lome slandered the Presi- 
dent, who had been patient with his 
country beyond the point of endur- 
ance almost, and the Spanish press 
nevertheless talks as though De Lome 
‘and not the President were the ag- 
grieved party. Of course it is right 
that the administration at Washington 
should treat Spain with great care and 
forbearance. We want no war with 
that country even though we might 
whip her easily, for war coets lives and 
property and it would be no child's 
play, but they are @ very exasperating 
people to deal with and no mistake.” 


The grip of the octopus is slowly 
loosening in Mid-California. As is said 
by the Oakland Enquirer: “The build- 
ing of the San Joaquin Valley Railroad 
has had a marked effect in restoring 
confidence in railroad investments on 
this Coast. Afewyearsago such a thing 
as floating the bonds of a small railroad 
running into the foothills or moun- 
tains would have been impossible un- 
less they were guaranteed by the 
Southern Pacific Company, because peo. 
ple thought only the Huntington syndi- 
cate could build and operate railroads. 
Now the success of the Valley road has 
restored the faith of capitalists, the 
latest illustration of it being the bond- 
ing for $300,000 of the little Sierra Rail- 
road, constructed by Prince Ponilat- 
owski. Local people took these bonds, 
and this has made possible the building 
of three electrio railroads from James- 
town as feeders to the Sierra line, work 
upqn these branches being just com- 
menced.” 


RESTING IN PEACE. 


IMPRESSIVE CEREMONIES MARKED 
FATHER MEYER’S FUNERAL, 


An Ontpouring of People to Pay 
Tribute of Reshect—An Innova- 
tion in Reading the Prayers for 


the Dead in English. 


The general services at St. Vincent’s 
Church yesterday over the remains of 
Very Rev. A. J. Meyer, C. M., were 
solemnly impreesive and rendered all 
the more so by the multitude of peo- 
ple that filled the church. 

The church interior was draped in 
black, the same somber hue dominating 
at the altar and around the pulpit. 
The casket rested in the main aisle, 
outside the eanctuary and close to the 
communion rail, which was covered 
with floral offerings from the various 
societies, The casket itself was cov- 
ered with a pall of violets, which repre- 
sented the floral collections of several 
hundred school children. 

The front seats were reserved for 
the pall-bearers, clergymen of the 
various denominations represented, the 
Sisters of Mercy, Dominican Sistere 
and Sisters of the Immaculate Heart, 
the Sisters of St. Joseph and the SBis- 
ters of Charity, from both the Boyle 
Heights Orphan Asylum and the Sis- 
ters’ Hospital. 

At 9 o'clock the thirty odd priests 
assembled within the sanctuary, 
with attending acolytes, began chant- 


ing the office of the dead. The 
soinber coloring of the church, the 
kneeling multitude, and rise and 


fall in the tones of the “Gregorian 
Chant” all combined to give al- 
most a touch of awe to the solemnity. 
At 9:30 o’clock Bishop Montgomery 
entered with the following entourage, 
in addition to his personal attendants, 
all of whom assisted in the ensuing 
ceremonies: Very Rev. J. Adam, vicar- 
general, assistant priest; Rev. P. Vic- 
tor, O.F.M., deacon; Rev. M. 8. Lie- 
bana, sub-deacon; Rev. Clement Mo- 
loney, master of ceremonies, and two 
assistant priests. 

Then began the celebration of the 
solemn pontifical requieum mages. The 
funeral sermon was delivered by Rev. 
Father Harnett of East Los Angeles. 
In it hte held up Father Meyer as @ 
man of alm.v.t unexampled patience 
and humility. Before coming to Los 
Angeles he had been offered the bish- 
opric of Galveston by the Holy 
Father, but, refusing the miter offered, 
he had taken charge of the boys at St. 
Vincent's College. A true man, @ true 
gentleman, a man of mrofound erudi- 
tion, an efficient educator and a@ true 
priest of Christ, it was thus Father 
Harnett defined the characteristics of 
the deceased cleric. 

After the sermon, the further eerv- 
ices were proceeded with. Just be- 
fore the elevation, each of the priests 
within the sanctuary was given, and 
held during the remainder of the mass, 
a lighted taper. Then all were extin- 

ished and the bishop, with attend- 
ng priests, took his stand at the foot 
of the casket: at the head stood the 
crozs-bearer between two acolytes bear- 
ing lighted candles. The body of the 
departed priest was blessed, sprinkled 
and censed, and as the incense arose 
envelcping the casket and making the 
air heavy with perfume, the final abso- 
lution was given, while Herr Rubo 
sang “In Paradisum.”’ 

After reading the ritual for the dead, 
as prescribed, in Latin, they were re- 
peated in English. It is the first time 
in this diocese that this has been done, 
but under special direction from the 
bishop such rule will be followed where 
many non-Catholics are present. 
Bishop Montgomery took the oppor- 
tunity, also, to make a few remarks 
anent the death of Father Meyer, 
which he pronounced a loss common 
to all people of the city. He, with 
eloquent words, paid touching tribute 
to the character and ability of the 
deceased. 

For the offertory, Herr J. Rubo sang 
Mozart’s “Domine Jesu Christo,” a 
favorite of the late father’s. ‘‘Nearer 
‘My God to Thee’ was given as a violin 
obligato by Dion cmandy, and 
throughout the service the music ad- 
ded to the interest and impressive- 
ness of the mournful occasion. 

As the bishop and attending priests 
retired to the sacristy the casket was 
raised by the active pall-bearers§ se- 
lected from the alumni of the college 
as follows: Isidore B. Dockwéiler, 
Claire W. Murphy, W. M. Humphreys, 
James Kenealy, W. H. Workman, Jr.; 
Richard J. Dillon, H. I. Dunnigan, M. 
J. McGarry, T. D. Mott, Jr.; M. Rear- 
don, J. de Barth Shorb and Frank 
Palomares. 

Preceded by a procession of priests 
and followed by the ‘honorary pall- 
bearers, the cortege moved down and 
out of the church to Washington 
street, where the procession was 
formed. It was made up of the Young 
Men’s Institute, Ancient Order of Hi- 
bernians, Catholic Order of Foresters, 
Los Angeles Catholic Beneficial Asso- 
ciation, St. Joseph Society, Sodalites 
of the parish, alumni of St. Vincent's 
College, students from the college, altar 
boys from the church, the pall-bearers 
and then the hearse. Following came 
the sisterhoods, representatives of re- 
ligious societies all over the State, and 
hundreds of and friends. 
There were 247 carriages and hacks in 


line. 

Wien the cortege passed Bayle 
Heights the 400 children were formed 
in double columns on either side of the 
road. Their heads were covered with 
white veils, and as the procession 
passed between, the litile ones sobbed 
as if their hearts would break. Upon 
arriving at Odalvairy Cerrnptery, tthe 
usual ritualistic service was gone 
through, and when filled in the grave 
@ppeared as a lovely bank of flowers. 


CHILDREN HURT. 


Runaway Horse Spilled Them Out 
of a Carriage. 


Two children of Joseph Jaeger of No. 
325 Towne avenue had a narrow escape 
from death yesterday afternoon. Mr. 
Jaeger, with the two little ones, drove 
up to The Times office in the family 
carriage. Leaving the boy Harry, ae 
11, to hold the lines, Mr. Jaeger stepped 
into The Times counting room to 
transact some business. Heras hardly 
inside before. the horse, always con- 
sidered a gentle animal, took fright at 
some object and dashed down Broad- 
way. At Second street Harry and his 
little sister Annie, aged 3%, were 
thrown out of the carriage and fell 
upon the curb. The horse continued 
to Third street where it fell upon the 
sidewalk in front of the Bradbury 
Block and was stopped. The carriage 
was badly demolished, and some pack- 
ages that were in it were lost and not 
recovered. The two children were car- 
ried into @ drugstore at Second street 
and Broadway and a doctor summoned 
to look after their injuries.

POLICEMAN’S PULL. 


POLITICS PLAYING A PART IN THE 
HIRIART INVESTGATON.

J. Mary Ann Brooks is Exerting His 
Influence in Behalf of His 
Hen License of the Van 

Nuys Bar Revoked.

The fine Italian hand of J. Mary Ann 
Brooks is very apparent in the pend- 
ing investigation of charges against 
Policeman Pascual Hiriart. One of the 
dak spots upon the officer’s record is 
the fact that for a long time he acted 
es body-guard for the redoubtable J. 
‘Mary Ann, and that eminent Demo- 
crat is now exerting his pull in behalf 
of his quondam henchman. That the 
pull is a strong one is as plain as a 
pike-steff. The politic Mayor Snyder 
is taking the role of special pleader 
for Hiriart, and there is every prospect 
that the investigation will end in a 
whitewash, despite the opposition of 
Commissioners Gibbon and Wyman. 

From the outset the procedings in 
the Hiriart matter have worn a scaly 
appearance. Hiriart was appointed to 
the police force on January 4. He was 
nominated to the position by Commis- 
sioner Preuss on the same day that he 
was elected. No opportunity was given 
to acertain his fitness for the place, 
and no inquiry concerning the man was 
made of Chief Glass. Had the com- 
mission investigated Hiriart’s charac- 
ter before instead of after making 
the appointment, he would not now be 
on the force. : 

As soon as the appointment became 
‘known, criticism was heard on all 
hands. The police expressed the keen- 
est indignation, declaring that Hiriart 
was a man of bad habits and dissolute 
character; that he was the associate 
of criminals and that he had himself 


been) suspected of complicity in a 
crime 
Reports from other sources were 


heard, which, if true, indicated that 
‘Hiriart was utterly unworthy of serv- 
ing as a police officer. 

These criticisms at first received 
scant attention, but they finally be- 
came so insistent that it was impos- 
sible to ignore them longer. Mr. Preuss 
Was reluctant to admit that a mistake 
had been made, but finally, three weeks 
after the appointment, he made a vir- 
tue of necessity, and introduced a res- 
olution that the charges against Hiri- 
art should be investigated. That mo- 
tion prevailed, and the investigation 
began on February 1. 

Many months ago the Police Com- 
mission adopted the rule that in all 
‘future investigations, attorneys would 
not be allowed to appear before the 
commission, in behalf of the parties 
concerned, nor to examine witnesses. 
‘This rule was enforced, despite re- 
peated objections. When a Chinaman 
endeavored to present a complaint 
against the police, he was obliged to 
prosecute his charges unaided by legul 
advice. The police have been accused 
repeatedly of flagrant brutality : and 
injustice toward the Chinese, but as 
the victims were denied the assistance 
of attorneys, the investigations inva- 
riably ended in a whitewashi for the 
police. 

But when the Hiriart finvestigation 
began, the majority of the commis- 
sioners concluded to suspend the rule 
and allow Hiriart to be represented 
by an attorney. This singular deci- 
sion appeared still more singular when 
it transpired that the attorney re- 
tained to protect the officer’s reputation 
was no other than D. K. Trask, the 
law partner of Hiriart’s sponsor, J. 
Mary Ann Brooks. 

It was to be expected that the Mayor 
and Preuss would be readily respon- 
sive to such @ pull as-J. Mary Ann’s. 
McLain’s ambition to be Sheriff has 
made him susceptible to all pulls, 
whether Republican or Democratic. 
Commissioners Gibbon and Wyman are 
receiving no active support in their 
efforts to make the investigation a 
thorough one. 

The proceedings yesterday served to 
illustrate the situation and the infiu- 

6 first witness called was Special 
Officer Ross Phillips. He testified that 
he had known Hiriart ebout three 
years, and had repeatedly seen him in 
Chinatown, where Hiriart was usually 
hanging around the cribs or the Basket 
saloon. On most of these occasions 
Hiriart was under the influence of li- 
quor, although “able to take care of 
himeelf.” Witness usually encountered 

Hiriart half a dozen times every 
month. On one occasion, last Novem- 
ber, he saw Hiriart very much under 
the influence of liquor. 

Mr. Preuss asked the witness if he 


knew what Hiriart was doing in ‘Cni- | 


natown. 
“I don’t know,” replied Phillips; “he

said he was employed by Col. Brooks. 
I saw him around the cribs two or 
three times with Col. Brooks.” 

Mr. Trask, Hiriart’s attorney, at- 
tempted to break the force of Phil- 
ips’s testimony by cross-examination, 
but without any material success. 

After the witness had been dismissed, 
Mr. Preuss took occasion to observe 
that he “did not think much of the 
hearsay evidence against Hiriart.” 

“The testimony of Officer Phillips, 
who repeatedly saw him drunk, is not 
hearsay,’ said Mr. Gibbon. 

“Well, it’s not mucly better,” replied 
Mr. Preuss. 

The Mayor also took this view, de- 
claring that he “didn't think there was 
very much in Phillips’s testimony.” 

Just what evidence would be re- 
quired to prove Hitiart’s drunkenness 
was not stated. 

Mr. Gibbon stated that he had learned 
of a woman who was well acquainted 
with Hiriart’s ‘past career and who 
eaid that at one time Hiriart put a 
pistol to her head. She had _ been 
afraid to come before the board lest 
Hiriart should afterwards ill treat her. 
Mr. Gibbon said he was endeavoring 
o get the woman to appear and tes- 

y. 

The next witness was Frank A. Gib- 
son, cashier of the First National Bank. 
He related in detail the circumstances 
previously stated in a letter to the 
board. Several years ago Hiriart be- 
came intimate with a servant girl em- 
ployed in Mr. Gibson's household, and 
finally seduced her under promise of 
marriage. When Mr. Gibson learned 
of the circumstances, and that the gir] 
had become pregnant, he went to Hiri- 
art and demanded that he marry the 
girl. Hiriart demurred, but finally con- 
sented and the marriage was performed 
in Mr. Gibson’s office. As Hiriart had 
no home, his wife was allowed to re- 
main at Mr. Gibson's house until the 
discovery was made that Hiriart had 
given her medicine for the purpose of 
producing a miscarriage. Mr. Gibson 
then obliged the girl to leave. After- 
ward Hiriart called at the house and 
demanded with threats that the medi- 
cine be given back to him. 

A brief cross-examination brought 
out no new facts of importance. 

Hiriart filed in his own behalf an 
affidavit from a woman who had fre- 
quently visited Hiriart and his wife. 
She testified that Hiriart was always 
considerate and kind to his wife and 
provided for all her necessities. 

As no other witnesses were at hand, 
further investigation was postponed 
till Friday morning at 10 o'clock. 

SALOON LICENSE REVOKED. 

An obviously disagreeable duty was 
performed by the Commissioners when 
attention was called to the violation of 
the Sunday-closing ordinance by W. H. 
Wiggins, the barkeeper at the Van 
Nuys Hotel. When Wiggins was 
brought up for trial before Justice 
Owens he pleaded guilty and was fined 
$20. A transcript of the proceedings 
was read by the secretary of the com- 
mission. 

Saloon licenses contain the provision 
that upon violation of the State law or 
a city ordinance the license shall be 
revoked. 

Mayor Snyder asked rather uneasily, 
Well, gentlemen, what is your pleas- 
ure?’’ 

Mr. Wyman responded that the board 
must live up to the rules and the license 
must be revoked. 

Mr. McLain demurred, but when the 
motion to revoke the license was put 
to vote, it was unanimously carried. 

There was some discussion as to 
when the revocation would take effect. 
Mr. McLain thought it should not take 
effect until March 1, but Mr. Gibbon 
said that the license would be termin- 
ated just as soon as notice of the 
board’s action had heen given to the 
proprietor of the bar. 

MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS. 

The application of Bob Kern for a 
transfer to himself of Theo Friese’s 
license for the saloon at the corner of 
First and Broadway was granted. " 

The application of Henry Bickle for 
a saloon license at the corner of First 
and Los Angeles streets was granted. 
It is said that Bickle is merely the 
agent for F. Conrey, who formerly ran 
a saloon at the same location. Con- 
rey’s license was revoked a few weeks 
ago because of frequent and notorious 
breaches of the law. 

J. S. Waldeck’s application to trans- 
fer his saloon from No. 328 South 
Spring to No. 131 South Broadway was 
laid over and the applicant was in- 
formed that he must obtain the con- 
sent of the majority of frontage in the 
block. 

Harry White, J. C. Gorman, W. L. 
Hubbard, Ross Phillips and W. A. 
Moore were formally appointed special 
policemen. Most of the men have been 
serving in the capacity for some time 
but without being regularly appointed. 

C. G. Sawyer was also nominated for 
appointment as a special policeman, but 
action was deferred one week because 
of charges affecting his character. 

Applications from P. &. Reed and J. 
A. Thress for appointment as regular 
policemen were received and filed. 


BOILER INSPECTOR WINS. 


He Inspects the Boiler of Engine 
Ne. 1. 

The Boiler Inspector is on top in his 
protracted fight with the fire depart- 
ment. For months he has been en- 
deavoring to inspect the boilers of the 
city’s fire engines, in accordance with 
the provisions of the boiler ordinance. 
In this’ effort he met stubborm resist- 
ance from the fire department. In- 
numerable reasons for delay were dis- 
covered, and the Boiler Inspector was 
held at bay until last Saturday, when 
the Fire Commissioners reluctantly 
concluded to capitulate. { 

Sunday morning engine No. 1, a ven- 
erable relic twenty-five years of axe, 
and supposed to be the mostr decrepit 
piece of fire apparatus which the city 
possesses, was mournfully prepared 
for inspection. The engine was dis- 
mantied and the Boiler Inspector was 
notified to do his worst. The inspec- 
tion was made on Monday. The boiler 
was subjected to a pressure of 1p 
pounds, and, contrary to expectations 
it proved equal to the test. The in. 
spection occupied only one hour. It 
was made in the presence of Fire Com- 
missioners Kuhrts and Sinsabaugh 
Chief Moore and Frank Rademacher 
and F. J. Fischer of the board of ex- 
amining engineers. 

The engine will be out of service a}l- 
together about four days. Another en- 
gine will be examined in about a@week. 


WILY FUNG SAM.

AN ALLEGED CONFESSION

GARCIA SAYS HIS WIFE KILLED 
COLLINS. 


And That He, Like Adam, Only Took 
the Money Which She Obtained 
When She Brought it to Him. 
Mrs. Garcia Denies the Story. 


Pete Garcia, better known as “In- 
dian Pete,’ made what purported to be 
a full confession to Sheriff Burr yes- 
terday of his Knowledge of the murder 
of Charles Collins at Santa Monica last 
Friday. In his statement Garcia at- 
tempts to make his wife alone respon- 
sible for the horrible crime. He declares 
that it was she, single handed, who 
dealt the fatal blow with an ax that 
crushed Collins’s head in. 

The officers do not take much stock 
in Garcia's story, but believe that he 
and his wife were equally guilty in the 
murder of Collins, Garcia repeated his 
statement made to the officers after- 
ward in the presence of the woman. 
She emphatically denied everything 
that he said, and persisted in the dec- 
laration that she knew absolutely noth- 
ing about the murder. 

Garcia's alleged confession was taken 
down by a stenographer, and is now 
in the possession of the District At- 
torney. It is to the following effect: 

On Friday night Collins came over 
to Garcia’s house, and all three pro- 
ceeded to get drunk. They had a gal- 
lon of sour wine, and sent out for a 
quart of aquadiente, a liquor which 
is worse than alcohol to dethrone a 
man’s reason. They sang Mexican 
songs and smoked cigarettes. When it 
was growing late into the night, and 
all were very drunk, Garcia’s wife and 
Collins said they were going to retire 
together. 

They had been gone but a short time 
when Mrs. Garcia came into the room 
occupied by her husband, carrying an 
ax, Which was covered with blood, on 
her shoulder. 

“I've done up the old man,” she said, 
as she began washing the blood and 
hair from the ax. Then she said, 
“Here’s a twenty for you,” at the same 
time showing several more gold pleces, 
which she had in her pocket, after 
Mg te she added, “The old fellow had 
a ra) 

She then asked her husband to come 
with her and assist to burv the man 
whom she had just murdered.- Garcia 
admits that he picked up a shovel and 
acompanied his wife, as she led the 
way across the sand dunes to where 
they found the body of Collins all 
covered with blood, spread out at 
length upon the ground. 

Garcia says he tried to bury the 
murdered man, but that when he 
looked at him and saw his face cov- 
ered and hair matted with blood, his 
heart failed him and he refused to 
have anything more to do with thé} 
affair. He then went home and re- 
mained there the rest of the night. Ihe 
following day he spent some of the 
money which his wife had given him, 
but was &arrested before he had dis- 
posed of it all. 


EVERETT’S BONDSMEN MUST PAY. 


Superior Judges Decide That the 
Whitney Act is Constitutional. 


Judge Allen yesterday rendered a de- 
cision in the case of the city against 
W. W. Everett's bDondsmen, in which he 
holds that the Whitney Act is consti- 
tutional and that the Police Court of 
Los Angeles was a legal tribunal dur- 
ing Everett’s incumbency. It does not, 
however, take up the question as to 
whether or not Los Angeles was taken 
from under the operation of the Whit- 
ney Act by the act passed in 1897, 
changing the general classification of 
cities. The decision upon the constitu- 
tional question is concurred in by Su- 
perior Judges Shaw, Clark and Van 
Dyke, who heard this branch of the 
case en banc. 

As a result of the decision judgment 
will be rendered against the bondsmen 
for the amount of fines and penalties 
collected by Everett after April 5, 1895, 
and not paid into the treasury. The 
question as to the amount of the de- 
falcations has already been submitted 
to the Court Commissioner, H. S. Rol- 
lins, who will pass upon it. 

There were questions other than the 
constitutional question raised by the 
defendant bondsmen, but these are 
briefly disposed of in the written de- 
cision. The constitutionality of the 
acts under which the Police Courts are 
created was attacked upon the ground 
that they provide special or local legis- 
lation. In this regard the Judges gay: 

“In reference to the contention of 
defendants that the Whitney Act is 
unconstitutional, it is sufficient for us 
to say that this is not an open question 
with this court, as it has been decided 
by the Supreme Court in a number of 
cases to be a constitutional and valid 
act (People vs. Henshaw, 76 Cal: 442: 
ex parte Halstead, 89 Cal., 471.) And 
while it may be urged that more recent 
decisions of our Supreme Court tend 
toward a contrary opinion in that court 
as now constituted, yet this court, as 
a trial court, is bound by the direct 
decision upon the question involved, 
and it is for the Supreme Court to 
modify or reverse earlier decisions of 
such court.” 

All of the questions yet raised by 
those who are attacking the jurisdic- 
tion of the Police Court are decided 
except one. The question as to the 
effect of the act of 1897, changing the 
general classification of cities by which 
the population of cities of the second 
class was increased to 200,000, could not 
be raised in this case. This question, 
however, is to he argued in ‘the Ah Sang 
ma now pending before Judge Van 

yke.

TO START AGAIN. 


Scheme to Reorganize the Iron and 
Steel Company. 

The sale of the plant of the Los An- 
geles Iron and Steel Company, and the 
three acres of land upon which the 
works are located, to R. H. Herron, of 
the firm of R. H. Herron & Co., oil ma- 
chinery and supply men, was confirmed 
by the court last Monday. This trans- 
fer of the mill property carries all 
right, title and interest of the com- 
pany to the purchaser, subject’ to 
bonded indebtedness of $30,000, and 
about $2000 due for taxes, and the 
raga sum of $150 which closed the 

eal. 


There now remains under control of 
Wilis J. Boyle, the receiver, some real 
estate lying west of the mill property, 
and valued atabout $1000, which is sub- 
ject to the litigation that began when 
the receiver was appointed, and also 
a small amount of personal property. 

The plant that has been now sold 
cost about $120,000, and the bonded in- 


debtedness of $30,000 represented the 
working capital of the concern. Esti- 
mated. conservatively, the plant is 


valued today at $75,000, if the works 
were to be put in operation. And to 
this end efforts are now being made. 
In addition to the mill for sheet-iron, 
there, are corrugating and galvanizing 
plants, and the pessible output is only 
about one-third of the consumption 
of California alone. With a home mar- 
ket assured it was only a combination 
of unfavorable circumstances that 
caused the works to close down. It is 
claimed that the working capital was 
too small, hard times and high freight 
rate for .billets, and Jast, but by no 
means least, poor mahagement, occa- 
sioned 4c pse. 

In .conyersing about* his purpose yes- 
terday, Mr. Herron stated that most of 
his life had been passed in and about 
Pittsburgh, Pa., and in one respect Los 
Angeles is in the same position that 
Pittsburgh once was. The latter has 
been built up by its iron industries, 
and yet there is no ore there and heavy 
freights have to be paid to land it 
there. But Pitsburgh has the cheap 
fuel, and that has been the key to 
the city’s commercial power. 

“Los Angeles occupies a similar posi- 
tion,” said Mr. Herron, “with her oil 
for fuel, and it is as cheap as the coal 
fuel used in Pittsburgh. For this rea- 
son this city ought to be the center 


of manufacturing industry. Then again 


strange as it apears at first glance, 
billets can be landed in Los Angeles 
in shipload lots from Germany just as 
cheaply as they can be landed in Pitts- 
burgh.

MANY COMPANIES WILL DROP OUT 
OF BUSINESS. 
If a Rate War is Forced the Local 
Awents Say They Will Combine 
to Defeat I1t—The Situation as 
Given by an Insurance Man. 


Once more the insurance men in 
Northern California are at war, and 
the managers of the various compa- 
nies are walking about, knife in hand, 
seeking whom they may slaughter. The 
seat of war is in San Francisco. The 
‘Los Angeles insurance men have been 
getting along peacefully, and making 
@ fair living out of their business. 
This fact seems to worry the San, Fran- 
cisco managers, for, while they want 
a war, they do not seem to desire to 
start it among themselves, but come 
to Los Angeles to foment the trouble 
that they, in San Francisco, may take 
it up later on. 

Every insurance-rate war has proven 
disastrous, not alone to the compa- 
nies engaged, but to the local agents 
and the insured. A wild cut in rates

A well-known local insurance man 
puts the situation as follows: 

“The situation in local fire insurance 
circles is feverish, though, as yet, the 
business is conducted on lines ruled by 
the Board of Underwriters of the Pa- 
cific, an organization of managers of 
companies doing business on the Pa- 
cific Coast, ‘having headquarters in 
San Francisco. ~ 

“In April, 1895, an insurance rate 
war was precipitated throughout Cali- 
fornia by alleged bad faith on the part 
of some mgémbers of a similar body, 
known as the Pacific Insurance Un- 
jon, which existed at that time, and 
was intended to control the nduct 
of the business. The break in .rates 
disrupted: the union, and demoralized 
fire underwriting. to a fearful extent. 

“For several years prior to the rate 
war, Los Angeles agents had been 
trying to. organize a local board for 
mutual protection, and no less than 
four distinct attempts were made in 
this direction. Each time, however, 
the managers’ organization interfered 
by exacting requirements detrimental 
to the local agent, and the thing was 
abandoned. Finally, after nineteen 
months of reckless and wnreasonable 
rate-cutting, Los Angeles agents, in 
November, 1896, perfected 
compr lla ts ;this city 
the down tor the 
of the organization were simple and 
business-like. They assured to the 
agent a fair recompense for his serv- 
ices, and to the policy buyer a rate 
considerably under that charged while 
the situation was dominated by the 
Pacifico Insurance Union. 

“Everything was progressing finely 
in this field, when a spasm of moral 
courage attacked the managers in San 
Francisco,” whose affairs. had in the 
mean time been hopelessly demoralized, 
and they pulled themselves together 
and formed ‘the present. Board of Un- 
derwriters of the Pacific.

LAW-ABIDING RIVERA. 


Lurid Tales of Lynchers Denied by 
the Citizens, 

The officers who arrested Bailey at 
Rivera seem to have vivid imagina- 
tions, assuming that letters received 
from people of that town are accurate. 
The officers told a tale of great ex- 
citement and narrow escape from a 
lynching bee, and their story was pub- 
lished as a statement of the facts in 
the case. 

W. D. Groton now writes from 
Rivera, at the request of Mr. Wood, 
father of the assaulted child, making 
the following specific corrections; 

“1. The little girl’s father. is Wil- 
liam Wood and not George Wood. 

“2. The criminal is short and quite 
stout, not tall and slim. 

“3. The little girl was not seriously 
injured; not confined to the bed at all, 
and running about as usual. 

“4. When captured, young Bailey 
was taken direct to the Jusice’s office 
in Rivera and was not taken to Mr. 
Wo0dd’s house at all. 

“5. By actual count there were sev- 
enty-four persons present when the 
criminal was taken before Judge Burke, 
and not 300. There was no excitement: 
no preparations for lynching; no effort 
to take the prisoner. The people real- 
ized that he was in the hands of the 
officers of the law, and felt confident 
that he would get his deserts. Mr. 
Wood himself, though naturally he feels 
very strongly on the subject, is not 
in favor of lynching. He believes in 
legal methods.” 


USED CANCELLED STAMPS. 


Mrs. T. A. Berry Convicted on Three 
Counts Yesterday. 


Mrs. Teresa Ann Berry, who was in- 
dicted some months ago by the Federal 
grand jury for using canceled postage 
stamps on newspapers, which she un- 
dertook to have the mails convey to her 
friends in the East, was yesterday con- 
victed on three counts in the United 
States District Court. United States 
District Attorney Flint, however, put 
in evidence a whole armful of papers 
that had been stamped with “washed” 
stamps and addressed by Mrs. Berry, 
showing that the three instances for 
which she was indicted were not the 
only ones. Mrs. Berry said in defense 
of her action that she had found the 
stamps on the platform of a Chicago 
depot, all tied up in a neat littlhé pack- 
age, and she supposed they were good 
etamps and had therefore used them. 
The jury did not seem to agree with 
the lady’s version of the affair, for 
after deliberation of an hour and a 
half, the ujry returned a verdict of 
guilty. The prisoner broke down en- 
tirely when the verdict was rendered, 
and wept bitterly. 

The penalty for this offense is a fine 
of not less than $100, or more than $500, 
and of not less than six months or 
more than one year imprisonment. 
Sentence will probably. be passed to- 
day. 


SCORCHERS MULCTED. 


Justice Owens Putting Money into 
the City Treasury. 


Justice Owens is enriching the city 
treasury by compelling bicycle riders 
to pay dearly for the pleasure of 
“scorching.”’ Four victims were 
mulcted in the sum of $5 each yester- 
day. They were George Armbuster, 
Ashton A. Welsh, Baptista Vergez and 
Robert Blake. The cases of three 
other defendants who are making a 
fight were continued. Nearly all the 
arrests for this offense have been made 
by Officer Blackburn.at Sixth street 
and Broadway, late in the afternoon. 
Between 656 and 7 o’clock there usually 
is a procession of cyclists going down 
Broadway from their daily. toil. Some 
of them are in too big a hurry to get 
home to dinner, and are run in for rid- 
ing at a speed exceeding eight miles 
an hour. . Thus far Officer Blackburn 
has succeeded in convicting most of his 
prisoners, although nearly all of them 
thought they were not riding fast.

COMMERCIAL. 

PROCBSS BUTTER. Commission 
men and retailers in Los Angeles, who 
handle first-class butter, are com- 
plaining that since creamery butter 
has been so high in price, the market 
is flooded with what is Known 4s 
process butter, a butter that can be 
sold at a profit for 25 cents a pound, 
at Which price there would be a loss 
on creamery butter. , 

To make this process utter, odds 
and ends of dairy butter which is dif- 
ficult of sale, are bought up, then 
melted, the oil sweetened by the addi- 
tion of some chemicals and churned 
with milk. This manufactured butter 
presents a good appearance and tastes 
well, but it will not keep, and it is 
doubtful ‘whether it is altogether 
wholesome. 

As this product, however undesir- 
able it may be, is really butter, and 
not made from animal fats, it does 
not come under the law relating to 
oleomargarine. The only thing for 
consumers to do is to be careful in ob- 
taining their butter from reputable 
dealers, and to be ready to pay a fair 
price for it—that is to say, if they want 
first-class butter. 

One drawback that has come ffrom 
the flooding of the market with this 
process butter in tubs is that outside 
butter men have been unwilling to ship 
in any good butter to compete with it. 


BIG WINE SALE. One million six 
hundred thousand gallons of wine were 
transferred to the Wine Makers’ Cor- 
poration in Sonoma county last week. 
Those disposing of their wine are the 
Italian-Swiss Colony, red wine, 550,000 
gallons; Swiss Colony, dry white 
wines, 150,000 gallons; Miller & Hotch- 
kiss, dry red, 475,000; dry white, 25,000; 
H. B. Chase, 270,000 red, 30,000 white; 

A. Reiners, 60,000 dry red, 40,000 
white; Cloverdale Wine Company, 9%5,- 
000 dry red, 5000 white. The San 
Francisco Chronicle gives the follow- 
ing’ explanation of the conditions 
which lead up to this big deal: 

“The California Wine Makers’ Cor- 
poration recognizes that the situation 
is such that something must be done, 
if a break in wine prices is to be pre-. 
vented. It has accordingly employed 
J. R. Miller of Healdsburg and Charles 
A. Wetmore of Livermore to go among 
the wine-makers and induce those 
which still act apart. to pool their 
products with those of the corporation. 
A series of meetings will be held in 
the dry-wine districts, the first of 
which will take place at St. Helena 
on Saturday. The agents of the Wine 
Makers’ Corporation will potnt out to 
the vineyardists the danger to the 
industry by the purchase by the deal- 
ers of wines at low prices, asin the 
case of the Garnier stock of 240,000 gal- 
2ons, which was sold at 8 icents, and 
in that of the 300,000 gallons belonging 
to the Scott estate, which is now be- 
fore the Probate Court of Santa Clara 
county for confirmation. 

“After the meetings a canvass of the 
wine-makers in the vicinity will be 
made, and as many transfers of the 
wineof 1897 as possible will be obtained. 
The California Wine Makers’ Corpor- 
ation now holds about 15,000,000 gallons, 
or 60 per cent. of the last season’s 
Vintage. This is sufficient to influence 
the market, but not enough to main- 
tain prices at the figures desired. To 
do this from 85 to 90 per cent. of the 
25,000,000 gallons is deemed. necessary. 
Prices have not yet been much affected 
for the reason that the advance of rail- 
roafi freights from $5 to $7.50 has tem- 
porerily stopped heavy shipments to 
the East.” 


BARLEY IN DEMAND. The con- 
tinued .Jack of rain is lending’ much 
strength to the barley market. In 

Angeles shipping barley is quoted 
at 8 to 87% cents. In San Francisco 
barley is now occupying a prominent 
place in the minds of those interested 
in the grain trade, owing to the un- 
certainty of the supply. On December 
1 last there was reported in the State 
between 140,000 and 150,000 tons. Since 
~hen a large amount of the cereal has 
been concentrated at tidewater, owing 
to operators speculating on the dry. sea- 
soh and some. export demand, which 
may continue. This latter, however, has 

n less than usual, holders being dis- 


inclined to ship. A San Franci - 
ket report says: 


1896, to February 5, 1897, was 3,245,784 
centals, while from July 1 last to the 
bth of the present month: it was only 
2,984,147 centals, a falling off of 261,65) 
centals. Choice No. 1 brewing barley 
now commands $1.20 and fancy feed 
$1.10 a cental, while the May options 
have advanced since the opening of 
the year from 80% to 96% cents a cen- 
tal, or over $3 a ton in six weeks. 

“Speculation in barley futures is 
therefore becoming very active, while 
at the same time it is a hazardous oP- 
tion as though the dry, cold weather 
has caused a scarcity of. feed barley. 
the recent rains have led many farmers 
to put their damaged wheat lands into 
the hardier cereal. Barley may bi 
planted with safety until the middle of 
next month, and with present prices 
there is no doubt that heavy spring 
rains ‘would result in a larger area 
being sown to this grain than was ever 
known in California. Thus far this 
winter at every rain the price of May 
barley has slightly receded, but as each 
precipitation has been light and most 
of them have been over a contracted 
area, there has been an instant recov- 
ery, and barley, which was 65 cents 
last year, is now quoted at 96% for 
May.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

TWINE FROM CALIFORNIA 
HEMP. The directors of the San Fran- 
cisco Manufacturers’ and Producers’ 
Association held a special meeting last 
week for the purpose of considering 
the advisability of erecting a factory 
for the making of twine in that city, 
from hemp grown in California. <A 
number of persons interested in the in- 
dustry were present by invitation, and 
had provided quite an assortment of 
the fiber, hemp in its various stages 
and the manufactured article, in order 
to show to what extent California is 
adapted to the growth of the fiber. The 
San Francisco Chronicle gives the fol- 
lowing account of the meeting, which 
may result in the establishment of an 
important new industry in California: 

“H. Beveridge stated that the princi- 
pal hemp-producing spot was Gridley, 
Butte county, and that John E. Kirk 
and John Heaney of that place, who are 
the largest hemp-growers in the State, 
had jointly raised in 1897 400 tons of fiber, 
and have it ready now for the manu- 
facturer, for which they are offered by 
eastern buyers from 5 to 5% cents a 
pound, free on board board cars at 
Gridley. The object of the meeting, he 
stated, was to induce merchants, capi- 
talists and business men generally to 
subscribe sufficient means toward build- 
ing a factory in this city. Already 
$30,000 had been promised toward this 
object, the list being headed by John 
Center of this city with $20,000, and the 
other $10,000 having been subscribed 
by some of the most prominent busi- 
ness men, who have carefully examined 
into the possibilities of the enterprise. 
The estimated cost of a factory capable 
of producing about thirty-five hundred 
pounds of twine a day was given at 
from $75,000 to $80,000. 

“An acre of California soil yields 2000 
pounds of fiber, which is produced from 
one bushel, forty-four pounds, of seed. 
The crop is planted about March 1 
and is ready for harvesting ninety days 
thereafter. 

“Bakersfield, Kern county, was the 
first place in California at which it 
was determined that hemp could be 
grown successfully and at a good profit. 
The exveriment was made by Felix 
Fremery, who claims that a very large 
area is still available for hemp culture 
in Kern county and in other southern 
counties of California; also that the 
banks of the Sacramento River are 
well adapted for the thriving of that 
plant. 

“Sidney E. Meltzer, who has been en- 
gaged in experimental hemp growing 
at Bakersfield, confirmed the _ state- 
ments made by other speakers in favor 


of the enterprise, and related to the 


directors his personal observation and 
experience. 

“John Rutherford, a well-known man- 
ufacturer of twine, said that he had 
visited Gridley, and was surprised at 
the luxuriant growth of the plant in 
that locality and the great capabilities 
for the successful fostering of the in- 
dustry. 

“The directors examined the samples 
very closely, asked many questions 
concerning the yield and prospective 
profits and decided to investigate the 
proposition thoroughly, with a view of 
reporting at the next meeting.”

American securities con- 
tinued favorites on the London Stock Ex- 
change, where prices of Americans were 
marked up with a distinctly confident tone 
before the opening here, and London contin- 
ued a buyer here, even after prices had ad- 
vanced to the London parity. Much stress 
was laid on this as indicating a definite 
change in the attitude of the British invest- 
ing public toward American securities. They 
were persistent sellers of Americans during 
all of last summer, and during the subsequent 
rise which has been almost continuous since 
November. They are now buying American 
stocks at prices many points above where they 
sold. This buying is regarded as far more 
significant on —— of the higher rates of 
money in Londor as compared with New 
York, and the heavy balance of exchange 
still known to be outstanding in favor of this 
country. In Paris Spanish fours declined on 
fears of strained relations between the United 
States and Spain, and American securities de- 
clined on some of the continental exchanges, 
but London heeded none of these considera- 
tions, and continued buying: at advancing 
prices. Foreign exchange begins to reflect 
this buying, and demand sterling today de- 
clined %4, and cable transfers the same 
amount. Metropolitan Street Railway showed 
a continuance of yesterday’s weakness, after 
an early period of strength, and dropped four 
points. It subsequently rallied, but closed 
today with a sharp loss. Other local securi- 
ties were strong. Minnesota iron was con- 
spicuously heavy, and Lake shore ruled be- 
low last night’s price. There were a few 
losses shown by conspicuous stocks, but the 
general level of prices at the close @was very. 
materially higher. In the active list net gains 
of between one and two points for the day 
were frequent. The strength and activity in 
bonds increased as the day passed.

NON-PARTISANS OPEN THE MUNICI- 

PAL CAMPAIGN, 

The Mysterious Assault a Case of 
Mistaken Identity — Exciting 
Runaway—Board of Trade Ar- 
ranges for the Banquet. 


PASADENA, Feb. 15.—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The first gun in the municipal cam- 
paign was fired this evening by the non- 
partisans in the office of the Pasadena Lake 
Vineyard Land and Water Company’s office. 
The attendance was about sixty. Sam 
Weight presided and C. F. Hamlin officia 
as secretary. The reporters were allowed to 
attend and listen to the speeches. 

C. F. Harris was the first speaker, and said 
the non-partisan movement reflected his feel- 
ings and practice for the past twenty-five 
years, and was the way they did politics in 
the town from which he came. 

Rev. Eli Fay was the next speaker. He 
said he wondered what reason would be given 
by the Republicans or the people who favor 
party politics in a municipal campaign, what 
possible connection there was between a4 na- 
tional and a municipal campaign. Free trade 
or annexation of the Hawaiian Islands hac 
nothing to do with a municipal election. 

Cc. C. Brown said’ he went into the non- 
artisan party because from the bottom of 
his heart he thought it was for the best in- 
terests of the people to drop politics in a city 
election and in the city government, so that 
every taxpayer might have a fair show. He 
also wanted to say that he was not a candi- 
date for any office, and would not take one 
if it were offered to him. 

Rev. W. C. Masher said he was fn favor of 
the non-partisan movement. 

The following resolution was passed: 

“Resolved, that a committee of seven be 
appointed by the chair to nominate an Ex- 
ecutive Committee of fifteen, said Executive 
Committee to be empowered by this meeting 
to appoint a permanent chairman and secre- 
tary and all standing committees necessary, 
either from among their own number or other- 
wise, as in their judgment may seem best, 
and that all matters relating to the campaign 
be left entirely in their hands preparatory to 
a@ mass meeting to be held at as early a date 
as possible.’’

SAN DIEGO, Feb. 15. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Both branches of the’ Common 
Council convened Monday night, and consid- 
erable business was transacted. A joint reso- 
lution ipstructing the Board of Public Works 
to protect the Old Town palms was referred 
back to the Street Committee, with instruc- 
tions to bring in something definite as to the 
proposed expense. The City Attorney was in- 
structed to ascertain whether or not the city 
owns any plaza or park at La Jolla, and a 
protest by Old Town citizens against the 
dumping of garbage was received and care- 
fully filed. 

An ordinance was adopted authorizing the 
Mayor to enter into a contract with H. §8. 
Crocker & Co. for lithographing and Princing 
the refunding bonds; also an ordinance au- 
thorizing the Board of Public Works to gradc 
the approaches to F and Twenty-secona 
streets from the west side. 

Section 5 of ordinance 411, relating to the 
appointment of deputies by the poundmaster, 
was repealed, and an ordinance was adopted 
restricting the expenditures for supplies for 
each department in the city government. 

The City Lands Committee was instructed 
to investigate the feasibility of procuring a 
half-block for a city hall site. This action 
is taken to mean that the Council has 
abandoned the Plaza as a city hall site. 

A resolution was adopted by the Board of 
Alderman directing the clerk to advertise for 
bids for furnishing and fitting up a building 
to serve as a city hall for two years. 

The Chamber of Commerce committee's ap- 
plication for a steam railway franchise 
through the city was referred to the Street 
Committee, and the Aldermen rejected the 
ordinance, by a vote of 6 to 2, requiring 
a to be hitched while standing on the

THAT SORRENTO TRAGEDY. 


An inquest was held yesterday at Sorrento 
over the remains of Fondeville and Pichy, 
the victims of the double murder last Sun- 
day night. The evidence brought out at the 
inquest showed that the murder of Fonde- 
ville by Pichy was deliberate, and that the 
killing of Pichy by McFarlane was in self- 
defense. All of the party had been drinking 
more or less during the day and evening, and 
after supper, while playing cards, Pichy 
suddenly drew his gun and with the warning, 
“Clear out, boys,’’ shot Fondeville, who was 
—t near the open doorway. Then he 
turned his gun on McFarlane, but before he 
could pull the trigger McFarlane sprang to 
his feet, at the same time drawing his gun 
from his hip pcket and firing direct in the 
face of the murderer. The bullet entered his 
mouth and crashed through his head at the 
base of the brain, striking the nerve center 
causing instantaneous death. 

The coroner's jury in the case of Pichy 
found that the deceased came to his death by 
a pistol shot through the head, fired by Wil- 
liam McFarlane, and that it was the unani- 
mous verdict of the jury that the said Wil- 
liam McFarlane was fully justified in firing 
upon the deceased Pichy, and that he shot in 
self-defense. In the case of Fondeville the 
verdict was that the deceased came to his 
death by pistol shot through the left lung, fired 
by the hand of Pichy, deceased, and the jury 
considered the shooting of Fondeville a pre- 
meditated, deliberate, cowardly, cold-blooded 
murder at the hands of said Pichy. 

The bodies of both dead men were brought 
to this city last evening, and today were 
viewed at the undertakers by a morbidly 
curious public.

What a race! . 
Our readers may ransack the pages of 
history for two thousand years, but they 
won't find recorded another race like this 
one, which means so much to millions of 
Americans.

familiar’ saying, ‘The child is the father of 
the man,”’ than in that group of children 
racing against the train. It’s but a pre- 
liminary heat of the great race their par- 
ents are engaged .n. As a physician I re- 
alize as perhaps you do not,’’ he contniued, 
“the erroneous change that fifty years have 
made in our national life. People point back 
to grandmothers. and great-grandmothers 
and say 
LOOK AT THEM! 

Compare them with the women of today! 
How straight they were and how strong, 
how hardy and how helpful they were, how 
heartily they ate and how heartily they 
laughed. They didn't smoke cigarettes and 
sip cordials and depend on chloral for sleep. 
They were a different race from the blood- 
less. dragged-out, narcotic-and-stimulant- 
using women of today. Now that’s all true 
in general and yet it misses the main point 
by failing to consider the vast difference in 
the conditions under which life is being 
lived by the man and woman of today. Our 
ancestry sauntered through life. 
Far from the madding crowd's ignoble strife 

strife 

Their sober wishes never learned to etray; 
Along the cool sequestered vale of life, 

They kept the even tenor of their way. 

“Today, as men and women, millions of 
us. do in earnest what those children did in 
play; we run a race daily against steam, 
aganist electricity and all the modern ap- 
pliances for speed. Is it any wonder men 
and women take to stimulants and nar- 
cotics? It isn’t depravity. It isn’t because 
we are less of women or less of men than 
our ancestors. It’s because we're keyed up 
to the straining point all the time, and 
the nerves won't stand the daily strains and 
drains without protest. They call the ef- 
fervescent bravery of the man in liquor 
‘Dutch courage.’ You might as well name 
the effervescent strength gained by stimu- 
lants ‘Dutch strength.’ It is not strength 
at all.’’ 

There is a ton of solid fact to reflect 
on, suggested by the statement just quoted. 
What are we going to do? This is the age 
of steam, the age of electricity. We must 
keep up in 

THE GREAT. RACE. 

But how long can we keep up when we 
are depending on a false strength? No 
longer, relatively, than the children kept up, 
their race with the train. What we need 
is more brawn and less brandy, wore blood 
and better blood. It's as tinpossible to get 
strength from stimulants és to hatch a 
turtle dove from the cgg cf a mud turtle. 
Strength of body depends on a pure and 


advanced a fact beyond the etatement of 
Moses that ‘‘the blood is the life.’’ But 
every generation of investigation shows the 
statement to be true in a wider, deeper 
and broader sense than was dreamed of in 
the past. Bad blood means bad niorals. 
Foul blood and foul living go t@sether. The 
taint in the blood has an echo in salacious 
speech. a shadow in corrupt conduct. Side 
by side with physical break-downs we see 
the moral break-downs, defaulting cashiers, 
dishonest clerks, faithless husbands, false 
wives. It all begins with the blood. And 
any hope of reform must begin with the 
blood, too. You can't divorce the metrtal 
and moral from the physical. There is no 
special food that feeds the intellectual man, 
no manna of the mind.
